HOW TO IMPROVE THE 
DIPLOMATIC SERVICE 


Oscar S. Straus Discusses Evils of 
the Spoils System. 


Growth and Development of American 
Diplomacy in Spite of Partisan- 
ship, with Suggestions as 
to Its Future.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The American

The opening address by 
President Oscar S. Straus was entitled 
* Our Diplomacy, with Reference to Our 
Consular and Diplomatic Service.” He said 
in part: 

“The first period of 
tended from the end of the 
the termination of the war of 1812, until 
the conclusion of the treaty of Ghent in 
1814, was to establish by treaties what had 
been achieved by war, to obtain recogni- 
tion upon equal terms in the family of na- 
tions. The second period was to safeguard 
our political existence as a sovereign and 
independent nation on the American con- 
tinent from threatened aggressions and in- 
tervention on the part of European powers. 
This period culminated in 1823 by the pro- 
mulgation of the Monroe doctrine. 

“The third period extended from that 
time until the end of our civil war. It was 
during the preservative or surgical period 
of our development, when the Nation sub- 
mitted to the bloodiest and most serious 
operation to eradicate the cancer of sla- 
very which had eaten into its very vitals, the 
roots of which extended back prior to the 
formation of the Constitution. From this 
period on we became more assertive of our 
rights internationally, and on this contt- 
nent, beginning with our demand for the 
termination of Maximilian’s rule in Mexico, 
which rested on French bayonets for its 
support, and our insistence upon Great 
Britain making reparation for her viola- 
tion of the laws of neutrality during our 
civil war, her adjusting the Alabama 
claims. 

“The next, or fifth, period was charac- 
terized by a policy which was both vigor- 
ous and aggressive, beginning with Cleve- 
land’s Venezuelan message, and ending 
with the Spanish war. We have now ar- 
rived at an offensive as distinguished from 
a defensive policy. It is the commercial 
stage, to reach® out for our share of the 
world's commerce and to provide an open 
door with European nations in Asiatic 
countries, and to secure equal rights for 
our commerce seeking the markets of the 
world. - 

“This diplomatic-commercial stage is a 
natural development, and in modern times 
was first inaugurated by Holland, subse- 
quently vigorously developed with army, 
fleet, and diplomacy by Great Britain, and 
is to-day pushed forward with aggressive 
vigor by Germany. This stage is interna- 
tional in its fullest application, and has 
some aspects of resemblance with the 
earliest stages of our foreign policy, in that 
it is commercial, but with this difference, 
the goal is beyond and not within the 
United States. : : 

“The phrase: ‘Trade follows the flag 
is attractive on the stump, but in the light 
of experience, false. Trade follows the 
course of least resistance. Experienced 
Consuls familiar with the trade of the 
country and districts wherein they reside, 
are the official commercial! pickets and out- 
posts, and of vast advantage in directing 
the channels of trade. Rapidity of com- 
munication brought about by steam naviga- 
tion and by the telegraph have increased 
the value as well as the scope of diplo- 
matic functions, and of Consular relations 
10 trade expansion, and every year it is be- 
coming more apparent that we must sys- 
tematize our foreign service, both diplo- 
matic and Consular, upon a common-sense 
basis, where appointments in the first in- 
stance are made for fitness,, and not for 
favoritism, and where promotions and a 
fixed tenure dependent upon capacity and 
good behavior reward efficient services. 

*I know it has been argued, and with 
some apparent force, that notwithstanding 
the spoils system, our diplomacy has been 
in the main successful, but a critical ex- 
amination will reveal that even our suc- 
cesses are arguments for a trained and 
fixed service. The successes that distin- 
guished the first period of our history were 
achieved before the spoils system had aris- 
en, during the Confederation and under the 
Administrations of Washington to John 
Quincy Adams, when the best-trained and 
best-qualified men in the country were sent 
abroad, irrespective of partisan considera- 
tions. 

“The second reason for our diplomatic 
successes, even after the rise and growth 
of the spoils system, is that these successes 
in the main were not attained by our dip- 
lomatic representatives abroad, but  be- 
cause, due at times perhaps to the very de- 
fects of our system, the negotiations were 
transferred to Washington and conducted 
by the Secretary of State in person, as was 
notably the case under Secretaries Webster, 
Seward, Fish, and Hay. 

“The third reason for our diplomatic suc- 
cesses, to employ a Hibernicism, is because 
they were not diplomatic successes at all, 
but due to another important branch of our 
Government, wherein such a system as I 
refer to obtains in the fullest sense, and 
which system has never been invaded by 
the spoils system, and seldom even by 
favoritism. I refer to the United States 
Navy. The employment of the navy in 
diplomatic missions is, to say the least, not 
only very expensive, but hazardous and 
grave in its possible consequences. We 
need not cite the destruction of the Maine 
in the harbor of Havana as an illustration 
of “sending men-of-war on such errands, 
which missions, even in time of irritated 
relations, are euphemistically designated 
‘to keep up the usual courtesies of friendly 
intercourse.” That the navy sent on diplo- 
matic missions has time and again in our 
history achieved signal successes is largely 
due, aside from the effective argument of 
force, to the fact that our commanders, 
Commodores and Admirals, grew up in the 
service for which they were § specially 
trained, and were frequently better trained 
even in international law and in diplomacy 
than our diplomatic representatives, 

““There are other reasons besides those 
mentioned why important negotiations af- 
fecting our country even under the most 
approved diplomatic service must necessa- 
rily be transferred to Washington. Be- 
cause under the Constitution a two-thirds 
vote of the Senate is required for the rat- 
ification of a treaty, in order to insure 
favorable action by this co-ordinate branch 
of the treaty-making power of our Govern- 
ment, it frequently becomes expedient for 
the Executive, through the Secretary of 
State; or directly, to confer with the Sen- 
ate during the pendency of negotiations. 

**We should make our diplomatic system 
co-operative, which at present it is not. 
By which I mean there should be a system 
such as other nations have whereby every 
head of mission is advised of all negotia- 
tions pending at home and at other capitals 
affecting the United States, so as to be on 
the alert and be mutually helpful with 
such information as is frequently obtain- 
able at capitals other than the one where 
the negotiations are pending. 

“Another suggestion I would make in 
this connection is that we should adopt the 
system of commercial attachés, that is, 
commercial ee attached to our prin- 
cipal diplomatic posts, to study and re- 
port upon the industrial development and 
commercial trend of affairs in foreign 
countries. It is true we have an excellent 
system of Consular veperse and they are 
yery helpful. These should be continued, 
fand should supplement the investigations 
by the commercial attachés, who should 
invariably be high-class experts. But so 
long as the spoils system dominates we 

uld not hope that they would escape the 

efects of partisan appointment and un- 
certain tenure.”’

A member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to whom Mr. Roberts’s scheme was 
broached to-day, said that he was satisfied 
the Republicans in the House wished the 


tariff to be let alone. He pointed out that 
although the vote on the amendments to 
the Cuban relief bill were taken in the 
heat of passion, the several tariff revision 
amendments, such as the Babcock bill, did 
not receive a single Republican vote, and 
many of them were not supported unanim- 
ously by the Democrats, There was no evi- 
dence at hand, this Ways and Means Com- 
mitteeman said, that there was any genu- 
ine Republican sentiment in the House in 
favor of tariff revision. 

A member thoroughly enough familiar 
with the views of the Speaker and the lead- 
ers of the House to speak with authority, 
after giving a number of reasons why he 
considered tariff revision at this time inad- 
visable, explained the position of the 
Speaker as follows: 


“The Speaker of the House of Reprc- 


| sentatives is put there by the country at 


large. and must, as presiding officer, help 
to shape the business of the House, hav- 
ing due regard to the interests of the en- 
tire country and cannot wholly give him- 


| self up to the views of any one district or 


part of the country. I know, however, 
that he believes that certain schedules 
might be revised. He had hoped that an 
arrangement could have been made where- 
by an agreed bill, treating a few of the 
schedules that should be treated, could 
have been agreed upon in advance by the 
Republican members of the Finance Com- 
mittee and the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the House covering these items. 

‘I further know that the Speaker went 
over all these questions fully with the 
President, who seemed gratified with the 
suggestion. but when it came to be tried 
it was found to be impossible to reach an 
agreement at one end of the Capitol that 
would secure such action, and he was com- 
pelled to abandon the project.” 


FUNDS FOR MILITARY ACADEMY. 


Consideration of the Appropriation 
Bill in the House Precipitated a 
Race Question Discussion. 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—The House to- 
day entered on consideration of the Mili- 
tary Academy Appropriation bill. In addi- 
tion to the regular items it contains pro- 
vision for the extensive improvement of the 
grounds and buildings at West Point. These 
improvements are to $6,500,000, of 
which a little over $3,000,000 is appropriated 
in the bill. Twenty-four of the thirty pages 

of the bill were completed. 

During the general debate}fon the Mili- 
tary Academy bill, Mr. Gilbert (Ky.) precip- 
iiated a discussion on the race question, 
which. was participated in by Mr. Gillett, 
(Mass.,) Mr. Blackburn, (N. C.,) W. W. 
Kitchen, (N. C.,) and Mr. Gaines, (Tenn.) 

Mr. Hull, in charge of the bill, in a brief 
preliminary statement explained its fea- 
tures, the increase in the pay of cadets, and 
the adoption of a plan for extensive im- 
provements at West Point. These im- 
provements, Mr. Hull said, would cost when 
completed $6,500,000, of which $3,090,326 
Was appropriated by the bill. 

Mr. Cannon, Chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations, characterized the pro- 
posed expenditure at West Point as the 
**rankest kind of rank extravagance.”’ 

Mr. Hay (Va.) agreed with Mr. Hull that 
the improvement was necessary to accom- 
modate the large increase in the number 
of cadets (139) which already had been 
provided for by law. 

Mr. Gilbert (Ky.) took occasion to reply 
to some remarks recently made by Mr. 
Gillett, (Mass.,) Mr. Bromwell, (Ohio,) and 
Gen, Funston, which he thought reflected 
upon his State. In the course of his re- 
marks Mr. Gilbert said that in Kentucky, 
and in fact in all the South, they looked 
with supreme contempt upon the social 
equality of the races. The most ignorant 
white girl in his State would infinitely 
prefer to marry the lowest, meanest, most 
ignorant white man in the world to the 
most cultured negro in America. 

Gentlemen on the other side could not 
cry down the “taint in the blood.’ He 
recalled the fact that when a colored man 
sat on the other side not one of his coi- 
leagues invited him to his house. 

Mr. Gilbert then turned to Mr. Bromwell's 
fling at Kentucky politics and gave his 
version of Taylor's flight from the State 
after the murder of Goebel. 

Mr. Gilbert's remarks drew a reply from 
Mr. Gillett, (Mass.) Mr. Gillett said he 
was willing to admit the prejudice against 
the negro in New England. 

Mr. Bartlett (Ga.) interrupted to ask 
whether some time ago Booker Washing- 
ton was not refused lodging at the hotels 
of Boston. 

Mr. Gillett replied that the incident re- 
ferred to occurred at Springfield, not Bos- 
ton, and that Mr. Washington was refused 
lodging at two hotels because they were 
full. . 

Mr. Gaines (Tenn.) asked if the Governor 
of Massachusetts when he went to the 
Nashville Exposition declined to take with 
him a member of his staff who was a ne- 
gro. 

“If he did,’’ replied Mr. Gillett, “it was 
because he did not want to wound the sen- 
sibilities of the people of Nashville."’ Pro- 
ceeding. Mr. Gillett explained that in New 
England they could understand the preju- 
dices in the South against the negro and 
against negro domination, but the people 
of his section insisted that social ostracism 
should not be visited on those who did not 
share these prejudices. 

“Do not dodge the issue,”’ cried Mr. Gil- 
bert. ‘* Did you ever invite a negro to your 
table?”’ 

**T never have,” replied Mr. Gillett; ‘* but 
I never have been mean enough to criticise 
a man who has done so.’" [Republican ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. Patterson (Tenn.) said he blushed 
for the honor of Massachusetts when he 
heard a defense made of social equality of 
the negro and white man. 

Mr. Blackburn (N. C.) made a speech pro- 
testing against the constant injection of 
the race question into politics in the South.

Measure Passed by the Senate Carries 
Appropriations of About $70,000,000. 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—The Senate to- 

day passed the River and Harbor bill, car- 

rying in appropriations about $70,000,000. 
All of the amendments of the committee 
were agreed to in the course of the reading 
of the measure. In response to an inquiry 
by Mr. McComas, Mr. Frye, in charga of 
the bill, said that no appropriation had 
been made for dredging the harbor at the 


Annapolis training school because the ag- 
gregate appropriation carried by the meas- 
ure was already large and the committee 
was of opinion that Annapolis could wait. 

Mr. Warren (Wyoming) felt that a fair 
appropriation ought to have been carried by 
the bill for the construction of dams in the 
West for the conservation of water for ir- 
rigating purposes; but he yet had hope that 
the House would pass the irrigation meéas- 
ure passed by the Senate. 

Mr. Mitchell (Oregon) made a statement 
of the proposed improvement of the Co- 
lumbia River. He urged that the confer- 
ence committee should insist upon the 
amendment inserted in the méasure by the 
Senate committee. The bill was passed 
without further comment.

TESTIFIED ON “WATER CURE.” 


Grover Flint of Cambridge, Mass., Was 
a Witness Before the Senate Phil- 
ippines Committee. 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—The Senate 
Committee on the Philippines to-day re- 
sumed the examination of witnesses in con- 
nection with the investigation of affairs in 
the Philippine Islands. Grover Flint of 
Cambridge, Mass., who served as First 
Lieutenant in the Thirty-fifth Volunteer 
Infantry, testified that early in May, 1900, 
he had been a witness to the water cure, 
as administered to the natives by the 
Macabebe scouts. The following day soime 
men of his own regiment app!ied the cure. 
Flint had been, he said, a witness to at 
least twenty cases of water cure. He nev- 
er had seen any one die as a result of the 
cure, but had seen a hospital corps man 
working on a native who had been ren- 
dered unconscious. It also had been re- 
ported to him that one Filipino died from 
the effects of the water cure. The witness 
then described the method of administering 
the cure, and said that in some cases where 
it was given to old men he had seen their 

teeth fall out. ; 

Answering a question by Senator Bur- 
rows, the witness declared that the effect 
of the cure was immediate. The “ cure,” 
he said, never got to the point of great 
brutality. 

Replying to a question by Senator Lodge, 
the witness said that he had been refused 
a commission in the regular army because 
his Colonel had reported him as using in- 
toxicating liquors to excess. 

After considerable questioning he finally 
admitted that he approved of the water 
cure, and said that it was not an American 
invention. The witness described the burn- 
ing of small a. the idea being, he 
said, to drive the pebdple to the woods or to 
the towns and concentrate them, 

The committee in executive session re- 
fused to call Edward Atkinson of Boston 
as a witness. The matter of oaling Sixto 
Lopez, Mabini, and Aguinaldo was left for 
future determination. 

Senator Lodge laid before the committee 
a report by A. Hazlett, who was sent to the 
Philippines by the Women's Christian Tem- 
perance Union of Columbus, Wis.

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SUPREME COURT ON 
NORTHERN SECURITIES 


Washington State Granted Leave 
to Sue for Injunction. 


Opinion Written by Chief Justice Fuller 


—Views of James J. Hill and 


Effect in Wall Street. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—Tne United 
States Supreme Court to-day granted leave 
to the State of Washington to file an origi- 
nal bill for an injunction against the Great 
Northern Railroad Company, the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company, and the Noarth- 
ern Securities Company, in accordance with 
the petition of that State recently filed in 
the court. 

The opinion in the case was delivered by 
Chief. Justice Fuller, who stated that the 
court had always exercised the utmost 
care in its proceedings in original cases 
and that the present decision to grant leave 
to file was intended to be entirely without 
prejudice to either party at interest. 

The Chief Justice’s opinion was very bricf 
and consisted entirely of a review of orig- 
inal cases of the same character which have 
been brought to the attention of the court. 
The two most important of the cases thus 
cited were those of the State of Louisiana 
vs. the State of Texas concerning the quar- 
antine regulation of the latter State, in 
which leave was given to file, and the State 
of Minnesota vs. the Northern Securities 
Company, in which the petition to file was 
denied. 

Referring to the latter case, he said the 
petition had been refused because of the 
insuperable objection that indispensable 
parties to the case could not be brought 
into the court. This objection did not, how- 
ever, confront the court in the present case, 
and the court felt that, because of its de- 
sire to proceed with the utmost care and 
deliberation in all cases where original ac- 
tions are brought in this court, the prece- 
dent of the Louisiana-Texas case should be 
followed rather than that of the Minnesota 
case in the present instance. Hence leave 
to file would be granted and subpoenaes 
would be issued returnable on the first day 
of the next term of the court in October. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., April 21.—Gov. Van 
Sant, on hearing of the action of the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court, said: 

“IT am certainly pleased with this decis- 
ion of the highest court in the land. We 
soon shall be able to know.whether or 


not the position of the State of Minnesota 
is right on this important question.” 

Attorney General Douglas also had reason 
to be pleased over the decision, for it was 
he who prepared the papers for Attorney 
General Stratton of Washington upon 
which the decision of the Supreme Court 
was rendered. Mr. Stratton spent several 
weeks in consultation with Attorney Gen- 
eral Douglas during the preparation of the 
brief. Mr. Douglas said: 

“This is a great and decisive victory for 
those who have contended that the Su- 
preme Court had primary jurisdiction in 
such matters. I have not read the decision, 
and therefore am not advised as to the 
ground upon which it rested. Having pre- 
pared the brief in the Washington case I 
of course am elated over the result. I 
think the disposition on all sides is for a 
speedy settlement of the propositions in- 
volved. We soon will know whether or not 
State enactments have force and effect on 
cases like these.”’ 


James J. Hill, President of the Northern 
Securities Company, when apprised of the 
decision of Chief Justice Fuller, said: 

“It makes not the slightest difference 
to us, not the slightest. We own the prop- 
erties now, and whether we control them 
in one form or another doesn’t make much 
difference. It's something of a _ fashion, 
just like the coat you wear may be cut in 
three or four different ways, and still be a 
coat. If the courts should finally decide 
against the securities company it would 
hurt people interested in other railroad cor- 
porations, but it would not affect us. 

* But I have every confidence that the 
court will sustain the company.” 

A member of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. said that he did not see what differ- 
ence this decision of Justice Fuller made in 
the status of the affair, as there were al- 
ready three or four suits pending, and the 
addition of another plaintiff was immate- 
rial, and, besides, people acquainted with 
the facts had expected this decision right 
along. 

A member of the firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. agreed with the views of the others al- 
ready quoted. 

On the Stock Exchange yesterday pre- 
ceding and immediately following the an- 
nouncement of the decision there was 
heavy selling of stocks throughout the list, 
resulting in some very sharp breaks. Union 
Pacific, for instance, fell from its opening 
price of 108% at one time to 103%; St. Paul 
Gropped almost as badly from 172% to 
168%, Illinois Central fell from 151% to 
147%, Missouri Pacific from 108% to 100%4, 
Atchison from 83% to 81%. Southern Pacific 
from 68% to 66%, New York Central from 
160% to 158, and many other stocks in 
like manner. In short, the entire market 
was for a time semi-demoralized, the sur- 
face ‘indications at about 1:30 o’clock sug- 
gesting a very bad break. Just, however, 
when the market looked weakest and when 
timid or weakly margined holders were 
throwing over their stocks the larger in- 
terests in the Street—some of whom had 
earlier been sellers—turned buyers, and 
under the lead of the Readings, the Eries 
and the local railway shares, rallied the 
entire list. Closing figures showed ad- 
vances of one, two, and three points from 
the low for the day. 

The sélling which primarily weakened the 
market came principally from the Western 
and Gates interest and—though the claim 
is that the Supreme Court never “ leaks ”’ 
—is in some quarters declared to have been 
founded on advance information of the 
nature of the decision to be handed down. 
Undoubtedly, too, the early unfavorable 
crop news—later modified by reports of 
rains in Kansas and Missouri—also induced 
some selling. 

Quite generally the Street was surprised 
not only at the decision, but at the selling 
of stocks—at the decision itself because in 
apparent opposition to the Minnesota de- 
cision; at the selling of stocks because it 
is recognized that the decision is pureiy 
on the question of jurisdiction and in no- 
wise considers the merits of the case. How- 
ever, if one of the principal sellers of yes- 
terday is to be believed, the real reason 
for the sales was not the decision nor yet 
the crop news, but simply a purpose to 
“shake out” weak holders so that a 
further upward movement in prices might 
the better be begun. 

That the market at the close was in 
many respects decidedly strong will ap- 
pear when it is stated that among the net 
advances shown were 2 points in New 
York Air Brake, 3% in Manhattan, 6% in 
General Electric, 6% in International Power, 
8% in Nashville and Chattanooga, 4% in 
Reading, 2 in Reading second preferred, 6 
in Westinghouse, and 2 in Brooklyn Union 
Gas. On the other hand the biggest net 
ioss was that of Union Pacific, 2\. 

All told, total transactions for the day 
fell only a few thousand shares short of 
9 000,000, establishing a record figure for 
the year. 

On the curb Northern Securities sold up 
to 104% soon after the opening, but when 
the decision was announced the price 
dropped to 102%. The sales amounted to 
5,800 shares. 

“The usual practice in equity cases has 
been to hear such applications,’’ the Chief 
Justice said, ‘although under special cir- 
cumstances a different course has been 
pursued.”

Dr. George C. Lorimer, pastor of the 
Madison Avenue Baptist Church, was asked 
whether there was any truth in the re. 
ports that he was about to return to his 
old eharge,' Tremont Temple, Boston. Dr. 
Lorimer replied that he had received no 
overtures whatever from anybody in au- 
thority at Tremont Temple inviting his 


return. 

“Very naturally,’’ said Dr. Lorimer,

AUTOMOBILES IN DANGER. 


Many Costly Vehicles Hurriedly Taken 
from Burning Storage Building. 


A gasoline explosion in the Automobile 
Exchange and Storage Company’s build- 
ing, 135 and 137 West Thirty-eighth Street, 
eaused considerable excitement on that 
street yesterday afternoon. 

Many automobiles, some of them very 
costly affairs, were in danger from the 


flames, and soon after the accident scores 
of them were hustled out of the building 
and distributed about the street. The fire- 
men were able to get the fire out before 
more than &2.000 damage had been done. 

In the building at the time were stored 
many fine macnines, and among the first 
to be run out on the street were autos be- 
longing to the Vanderbilts, Goulds, and 
Goelets. 

The attendants and chauffeurs, assisted 
by those who were near when the alarm 
was sent in, brought out many costly lap 
robes and lamps. Manager Emery of the 
Automobile Exchange said last evening 
that during the excitement some of the 
robes and lamps had disappeared. He re- 
fused to say how many were missing or 
what their value was. 

Among the automobiles that had a nar- 
row escape from destruction was the ma- 
chine known as the White Ghost. formerly 
belonging to Mr. William K. Vanderbilt, 
Jr.. and later to Mr. Thomas, The ma- 
chine is now said to belong to J. Drake.

“SHOT HIMSELF IN A HOTEL. | 





Joseph H. Sutton Left Letter Declaring 
that He Had Long Been Go- 
ing Crazy. 

Joseph Ho!den Sutton, thirty-three years 
old, managing clerk for Holls, Wagner & 
Burghard, at 120 Broadway, committed 
suicide at the Hotel Manhattan some time 
during Sunday night by sending a bullet 
through his brain. The tragedy was not 
discovered until 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, when several persons called at the 
hotel and made inquiries for him. Each of 
the callers had received a letter from Mr. 
Sutton—it is said he wrote twenty-one— 
announcing his intention to kill himself. 

Manager Edward B. Patch and a porter 
went to Sutton’s room,. and, forcing 
door, found his body on the bed, 
dressed with the exception of a coat. 
one of the pillows was a revolver with one 
chamber empty. On the bureau was his 
business card, on which was_ written, 
*‘Notify my lawyer, Jordan J. Rollins, 
Hotel Lorraine.” Mr. Sutton had registered 
at the hotel on Sunday afternoon, and 
about 9 o’clock he paid his bill, remarking 
that he might leave early in the morning 

The dead man-was a son of the Rev. Dr 
J. Ford Sutton, a retired clergyman, who 
served as Chaplain of the One Hundred 
and Second New York Volunteers during 
the civil war. The Rev. Dr. Sutton lives 
at Audubon Park with his two other sons, 
Frederick J. and Dr. Edward F. Sutton 

Mr. Sutton was to have been an usher 
to-day at the wedding of a near relative, 
and on Saturday night attended a suppe2 
given by the bridegroom to be, but there 
nothing to show that the approaching 
wedding had anything to do with his act. 

Frederick W. Hollis, the head of the firm 
by which Sutton was employed, was a re- 
cipient of one of the letters from the sui- 
cide. He said yesterday that he could not 
account for Mr. Sutton's act on any other 
theory than that he was temporarily insane. 
‘I do not care to show the letter,’’ re- 
marked Mr. Holls. ‘‘ It was most affection- 
ate, however, and after bidding me fare- 
well it announced the writer's intention of 
ending his life. He said he had been going 
crazy for a long time, but that I would 
find all his affairs in the office in good 
shape. That last statement is absolutely 
correct.”’ 

Jordan J. Rollins said: 

‘No motive can be assigned for the act, 
which was doubtless due to temporary in- 
sanity. His physician, Dr. Robert S. New- 
ton, under whose care Mr. Sutton has been 
at times for several years, states that, in 
his opinion a recent attack of gout from 
which Mr. Sutton was suffering had rap- 
idly invaded his brain and caused the condi- 
tion which resulted in the insane act."’ 

Dr. Newton confirmed this opinion. 

Coroner Goldenkranz issued a permit for 
the removal of the body, which was taken 
away by an undertaker. 
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STANTON GUION CUTS HIS THROAT 


Son of One of the Old Guion Line Own- 
ers Attempts Suicide. 


Stanton Guion, son of W. H. Guion, who 
was one of the owners of the Guion Steam- 
ship Line, attempted to commit suicide in 
his apartments, at 222 Fifth Avenue, yes- 
terday morning, by cutting his throat with 
a razor. The attempt was discovered when 
Guion rang his bell for a negro attendant, 
whom he directed to send for a messenger. 
The negro saw the blood on the bed and 
about the body of Guion and. at ance sent 
for Dr. W. B. Clark of East Thirtieth 
Street, the family physician. 

After dressing the wounds 
called an ambulance from the New York 
Hospital, thinking to send him there. Po- 
liceman Duffy of the West Thirtieth Street 
Station. however, saw _ the ambulance, and 
when he found that Guion had attempted 
suicide placed him under arrest and had 
him taken to Bellevue a prisoner. There it 
was found that his wounds, which consisted 
of a gash in the throat and across the arm, 
were not dangerous. 

The cause of Guion’s attempt is not 
known. According to the police, he was in- 
toxicated. Dr. Clark said that Guion was 
an invalid, and had been under his treat- 
ment for several years, but refused to dis- 
cuss the cause of his act. 

W. H. Guion, the father of Stanton, was 
a brother of Stephen B. Guion, the founder 
of the steamship company. Stanton Guion 
is a clerk in the revenue division of the 
Custom House. He is forty-five years old 
and unmarried.

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SENATOR CLARK TESTIFIES 
Examined in Suit Against the 
United Verde Copper Company. 


Admits the Concern Loaned $800,000 to 
the W. A. Ciark Co. Without Se- 
curity —A_ Forgotten Letter 
from Prof. Treadwell. 


Senator William A. Clark occupied the 
witness stand before Justice Beach in the 
Supreme Court yesterday for the entire day 
and submitted to a cross-examination by 
counsel for Prof. George A. Treadwell, who 
is suing him and the United Verde Copper 
Company for an accounting of the profits 
of the company and for the appointment of 
a@ receiver for the company pending the 
trial of the suit. Prof. Treadwell contends 
that he was the owner of more than 600 
shares of the stock of the United Verde 
Copper Company of New York, which 
transferred its property to_ the _ United 
Verde Copper Company of West Virginia. 
He Bileses that the transfer was a fraud 
upon him. 

Denator Clark s-< xamined by 
Mr. Demond of yunsél for Prof. Tread- 
well. After. testifving at considerable 
length as to contracts which his company 
had for the sale of copper, he denied that 
he had sold any of the property of the 
company in violation of an injunction of 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court.

Senator Clark said that if the United 
Verde Copper Company in 1808 had gone 
into the market and sold the product of its 
mines direct to the trade a serious panic 
might have resulted. This statement was 
elicited by a line of questions relating to a 
contract between Senator Clark’s company 
and Lewisohn Brothers, by which the lat- 
ter company was to take the entire prod- 
uct of the United Verde mines. 

Senator Clark declared that he had no 
knowledge as to whether Lewisohn Broth- 
ers had made big profits or not trom the 
contract. He said that it was far better 
for a company like the United Verde to 
sell its output in bulk rather than go into 
the market and retail it, and thereby do 
away with competition as much as possi- 
ble. . 2 

The Senator admitted that the United 
Verde Company had given credit to tne 
W. A. Clark Copper Company for ore and 
money loaned to the extent of $800,000 
without receiving any security to guaran- 
tee the payment of the loan. : 

He said that he was unable to call to 
mind a specific instance where a company 
of a capital of $100,000 had succeeded in 
borrowing $800,000 without security. He 
admitted that he had been instrumental 
in the organization of the W. A. Clark 
Company. 

After Senator Clark, in answer to ques- 
tions put by Mr. Demond, had denied that 
Mr. Treadwell, the plaintiff, had ever asked 
him for an accounting of his management 
of the mine, the following letter was put in 
evidence and read:

ork. : 

“ Dear Sir: Yours of the 5th inst. just re- 
ceived. You ask me if I thought of dis- 

osing of the shares I hold in the L nited 
ferde Copper Company.

I do not care to sell. Sixty millions of 
dollars may seem large, but the property 
will bring more than that if you choose to 
use it as a wedge in the market. 

“You know tnat I have not had an ac- 
counting for years, also not been allowed 
to see the underground developments. You 
no doubt think it policy to get my price 
before you let me see the greatest known 
mine in the world. It is reported that the 
mine has a large quantity of gold ore over 
$800 per ton. Do you want to. buy the 
‘Boston’ copper mines, three miles north 
of ‘Peck’ mines, northerly end of Brad- 
shaw Mountains, Arizona? Yours truly, 

“GEORGE A. TREADWELL.” 
. “Did you receive this letter?’’ Senator 
Clark was asked. 

“J may’ have,” the witness responded, 
twirling ‘his thumbs, ‘“‘ but you know it is 
rather difficult to remember such little de- 
tailts.”’ 

. “**On Aug..5, 1897, did you write to Prof. 
TreadWelfand offer to buy his stock?” 

“TI really can’t remember, though it 
possible that I did.” 

Senator Clark admitted that the $3,000,000 
Gebenture bonds of the new West Virginia 
Company represented the surplus of the 
company. 

He denied that all the property of the 
Brown coal mines stood to his personal ac- 
count, and said that they belonged to the 
United Verde Company. Pressed on this 
point, he said that it was possible that a 
portion of the 640 acres of the Brown 
mines might stand in his name. 

In reply to other questions, he said that 
if Mr. Treadwell had gone into the West 
Virginia organization he would have been 
awarded his share of stock and $10 a share 
in bonds. 

“Do you think it fair to offer Prof. 
Treadwell $14.40 a share for his stock?” 
Was asked. 

**IT do not,” replied Senator Clark; “ not 
if he was forced to take it.’ 

He admitted that, although he had not 
received any power from the Directors and 
stockholders of the United Verde, he had 
practically managed the affairs of the com- 
pany since it was started.

GREAT FIRE IN LONDON. 


A Number of Buildings in the City Gut- 
ted—Forty Engines Engaged. 
LONDON, April 22.—A great fire broke 
out last evening in Barbican, E. C., and 
spread rapidly. A very large force of 
firemen, under the personal direction of 
Commander Wells, the chief officer of the 
Metropolitan Brigade, had much difficulty 

in getting the flames under control. 

The fire was one of the biggest since the 
famous Cripplegate fire of November, 1897. 
It began in MacQueen’s hat manufactory, 
and quickly spread to the opposite side of 
the street, the wind fanning the flames, 
and the burning embers falling in all di- 
rections. 

‘Three hundred firemen and forty fire en- 
gines were engaged in preventing the fur- 
ther spread of the flames. Owing to the 
danger that the Aldersgate Street Station 
might catch fire, traffic on the Metropoli- 
tan Railway was temporarily suspended. 
The flames were visible for many miles. 
The guests of the Manchester Hotel, adja- 
cent to the Aldersgate Street Station, hur- 
riedly left the building. 

Altogether three large warehouses on the 
south side of Australian Avenue, two on 
the north side and buildings on both sides 
ef New Zealand Avenue were gutted. 
Twenty firms and shops were burned out, 
Two firemen were injured.

LIQUOR DEALERS’ DEMAND. 
Brooklyn Organizations Call for Repeal 
of the Hotel Section of the 

Raines Law. 

The Kings County Wine, 
Beer Dealers’ Association met 
atfernoon in the Saengerbund Hall, at the 
corner of Schermerhorn and Smith Streets, 
Brooklyn, to strengthen their organizations 
for coming opposition to proposed legisla- 
tive enactments unfavorable to them. ‘The 
meeting was called ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of discussing the excise law, but be- 
fore the meeting proper got under way, an 
Executive Committee meeting was held 
behind zlosed doors. 

M. J. Doran, as Chairman of a commit- 
tee on Resolutions, introduced a resolution 
which was afterward adopted as the sense 
of the meeting. It read in part as follows: 

Whereas, The rigid enforcement of the Sunday 
laws at the present time, with their attendant 
Justice, proves that their gnactment was con- 
ceived in an illiberal spirit and not in accord 
with the demand of a cosmopolitan city; and 

Whereas, The lawmaking power of the State, 
at the dictates of a fanatical minority, are year- 
ly adding additional restrictions to our busi- 
ness; and 

Whereas, The discrimination shown by the 
authorities against this peculiar trade is a re- 
flection on the legality, honesty,-and morality of 
the trade itself, and every person so engaged, in 
justice to himself and business interests, must 
protest against such unjust attacks; be it there- 
lore 

Resolved, That we, the Wine, Liquor, and Beer 

Dealers’ Association of the Borough of Brook- 
lyn, in the interest of morality, economy, and 
reason, demand the repeal of Section 31 of the 
Raines law, which provides that in order to 
meet a public demand on Sunday we are com- 
pelled to keep ten furnished bedrooms, as well as 
serve meals, 
_ The men who were present at the meet- 
ing yesterday represented about 1,500 men 
who are already enrolled in the various 
fourteen organizations, about half of the 
liquor men there are in Brooklyn. 

Morris Tekulsky, ex-President of the New 
York Association, said: 

We care not how strong and stringent 

they make the law, but let them make it 
so that any honest man can live under it. 
It's up to you to see that this is done, 
: We have an officia! who is erratic; who 
aoes Many a funny thing. If he is honest— 
and he seems to be—now is the time for 
him to prove it.’ 


BARGE OFFICE COMPLAINTS. 


Police Commissioner Partridge has di- 
rected Inspector Cortright to investigate 
the complaint that policemen stationed at 
the Barge Office used undue violence in 
dealing with immigrants and with those 
who went to the Battery to meet them. He 
has received, he said, no complaint of the 
alleged abuses from the United States au- 
thorities. 

Peter Stafenouf, a peanut peddler, of 339 
East Thirty-fifth Street, went to Police 
Headquarters yesterday and made com- 
plaint to Inspector Brooks against Police- 
men John Dickey and T. H. Quackenbos of 
the Church Street command, who are de- 
tailed at the Barge Office. Inspector 
Brooks entertained the charges against the 
efficers, and they will be tried on Thurs- 
day next. 

The Commissioner also called for an in- 
quiry into a story concerning a Roundsman 
of the King’s Bridge Station. The Rounds- 
man was said to have been handed $20 on 
the day that George Gould’s yacht was 
launched recently, and told to see that the 
policemen in his charge were supplied with 
juncheon. The Roundsman, several of the 
policemen later are said tg have told Mr. 
Gould’s secretary, did not purchase the 
luncheon or any other refreshment for his 
subordinates, but kept the morey.

Two Amateur Rough Riders Thrown by 
Arizona Wild Horses. 


If anybody wanted some vigorous thrills 
they got them at Buffalo Bill's Wild West 
performance last night, provided they were 
there. It was the vpening night of the sea- 
son, celebrating such things as the seven- 
teenth birthday of the show, and the anni- 
versary of the battle of San Jacinto, in the 
Mexican war, and a lot of new horses made 
things so lively that it is a large wonder 
that Col. Cody hasn’t got several broken 
necks to look after this morning. 

They have one number on the programme 
known as “Cow Boy Fun,” and it was in 
this act that two of the participators in the 
so-called “fun” came about as near enjoy- 
ing their final earthly amusement as do 
most men who are not buried next day. 
When the Wild West Show was wrecked in 
North Carolina last Fall, more than a hun- 
dred of the trained horses were killed, 
Among those lost were the bronco buckers, 
and it was necessary this year to try an en- 
tirely new lot. 

The first few of the buckers called upon 
to hurl a cowboy into eteinity behaved 
very nicely, and the cynical might have 
said that they were ‘“‘ show horses.’ But 
when * Burt” Schencks, a gentleman who 
is not unaccustomed to the idiocyncrasies 
of Arizona wild horses, attempted to ride 
a new pony called Santos-Dumont, there 
was genuine excitement. ‘ 

As soon as the horse had been turned 
loose he made a violent dash to the side and 
hurled himself and his rider with all his 
force against the fence which protected the 
box in which Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles 
was sitting with a party of friends. The 
cowboy was thrown to the ground, and the 
audience stood up to see if his legs had not 
been broken. They breathed much easier 
when they saw the undaunted rough rider 
get up and Imp toward the horse, which 
had been lassoed by one of the Mexicans, 
demanding, with blood in his eye, to let 
him have another trial. 

But Col. Cody wouldn't allow it, so 
Santos-Dumont was led away, while Buf 
falo Bill warned the “‘ standees "’ that they 
had better keep away from the fence. It 
was well that the warning was given, for 
in a few moments Ed Goodrich, a husky 
Wyoming citizen, jumped upon a _ horse 
called Diavolo, But Goodrich did not stay 
there long. This horse just fired himself 
into the air, and snorting and grunting, 
ran headforemost directly into the fence 
rearest the entrance to the Garden. 

Goodrich was thrown heavily forward 
end the horse was fell to the grounu 
in a heap. It was not thought possible 
that either horse or rider had eseapéed that 
time, but ery neither was hurt 
very badly. Trained horses do not deliber- 
ately try to commit suicide, and there was 
no possible doubt that those broncos were 
the real thing. 

Still more thrills were forthcoming when 
the United States cavalrymen appeared 
with their new white horses. These ani- 
mals were supposed to take their riders 
around the hippodrome at breakneck speed, 
oftentimes two and three abreast, and now 
and then hurdling an obstruction. It was 
with the greatest difficulty that the horses 
could be held in check, and several times 
it seemed that some of them were surely 
running away. Men had to be kept in the 
ring with lassoes, ready all the time to 
protect the riders in case of trouble. 

But in spite of all the trouble Col. Cody 
was able to present that wonderful maze, 
with his several hundred horses runnin 
at full speed in concentric circles, which 
concludes the introduction of the different 
companies of riders at the opening of the 
show. The only new faces in this aggre- 
gation were the negro United States cav- 
alrymen and a quartet of ‘‘ cowboy" 
ladies, who were really rough riders them- 
selves, 

That an interest undimmed by years 
seems to attach to Col. Cody’s remarkable 
collection of daring horsemen, and that 
the Colonel's expansive smile is just as 
much enjoyed as ever were unmistakabl 
evident from the enormous crowd whic 
filled the Garden. Long before the show 
began the selling of tickets had to be 
stopped. 

Gen. Miles sat at first ijn the box of 
honor, and then he visited friends in sev- 
eral other boxes. The General made a per- 
sonal call on Col. Cody behind the scenes 
during the performance. Gen. John R. 
Brooke was in another box with a party of 
ladies. 

The battle of San Juan Hill was given 
with the same remarkable historical veri- 
similitude as in the vear immediately fol- 
lowing the Spanish war, and the crowd en- 
joyed it enthusiastically. Then there were 
the gauchos, the Cossacks, the Indians, 
the Germans, the Baden-Powell horsemen, 
and all the others. 


DELAY IN BRIDGE WORK. 


Under the terms of the contract between 
the city and the John A. Roebling Sons 
Company, the’ latter should pay the city a 
penalty of $1,000 a day until their work on 
the new East River Bridge is completed, 
commencing with yesterday.

President Greatsinger of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company said last evening 
that he had received a communication from 
Commissioner Lindenthal requesting the 
company to furnish the Commissioner with 
plans and specifications for the construc- 
tion of four additional trolley loops in the 
Manhattan terminal of the bridge, as pro- 
vided for under the Martin bridge relief 
plan. The Martin plan calls for five addi- 
tional loops, but the Commissioner request- 
ed specifications for but four. President 
Greatsinger said that the vecifications 
were being prepared and would be sent to 
the Commissioner as soon as possible. 


$100,000,000 BANK IN CHICAGO. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, April 21.—The first hundred- 
million-dollar bank in Chicago will be in 
existence soon as a result of negotiations 
to consolidate the First National and Met- 
ropolitan National Banks. The deal is well 


advanced. The terms are kept secret, but 
they probably will soon be approved by the 
Directors of both banks. 

The combined deposits of the First Na- 
tional and the Metropolitan National, ac- 
cording to statements issued in February, 
are within $500,000 of the hundred-million- 
dollar mark. The natural increase may 
make up the difference. 

One result of the consolidation will be 
that President Elbridge G.° Keith of the 
Metropolitan National will become the 
President of the Chicago Title and Trust 
Cémpany. This accounts for the advance 
of 16 points in Chicago Title and Trust 
shares on the Chicago Stock Exchange to- 
day. The identity of the First National 
will be preserved. President James B. 
Forgan will remain its dominating power.

Columbia University. 

Thomas A. Edison and Nikola Tesla were 
present among an audience of over 2,000 
persons representing Columbia University, 
the American Institute of Electrical- En- 
gineers, the American Association for the 
of Science, the American 
Fhysical Society, the New York Academy 
of Sciences, the American Mathematical 
Saciety, and the Astronomical and Astro- 
physical Society of America. 

Lord Kelvin spoke of the Atlantic cable 
and of the great labor of laying it. He 
mentioned Marconi as the successor of Cy- 
rus Field in another line. ‘* Marconi’s in- 
vention,”’ said he, ‘“‘is a wonderful force. 
Its value and interest cannot be estimated, 
even now, when it is available only for 
comparatively short distances.”

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REASONS WHY MEAT 
PRICES HAVE RISEN 


Wholesalers and Retailers Deny 
the Existence of a Trust. 


All Packers Buy in Open Western Mar- 
kets on Equal Footing — How the 
Retailer Takes His Choice—A 
Meat Corner Impossible. 


That beef is scarce and high priced this 
month everybody knows. What has caused 
the scarcity is a question about which there 
has been much talk during the last few 
weeks. It has been said that a gigantic 
trust has been cornering the market and 
making arbitrary values, that a combina- 
tion of five great packing concerns has 
been formed to oppress independent ship- 
pers, retailers, and the public. 

It is denied by members of the five con- 
cerns that they have entered into any com- 
bination except a credit agreement to pro- 
tect themselves from butchers known to be 
‘bad pay.” It is denied that they have 
cornered the market or that they have the 
power to do so, and the statement is made 
by the attorney of one of the firms (Frank 
H. Platt, representing Armour & Co.,) that 
the rise in meat prices has been due wholly 
to a shortness in the supply of cattle, this 
shortness having been caused by the high 
price of corn, on which the cattle raisers 
of the West have to feed their herds at 
this season of the year. 

An investigation of the statements of the 
counsel for Armour & Co. was made yes- 
terday, with the result that all the inde- 
pendent packers who were approached on 
subject verified all the assertions of 
the counsel, saying that, while they were 
rivals of the combination, they knew of 
no way by which the latter could bull the 
market; they were on equal footing with 
the combination in the Western stock yards 
where the cattle were bought, they con- 
trolled more of the meat trade than did the 
five ‘trust’ tirms, they were making less 
money with the high prices ‘than ever be- 
fore, and they knew that the scarcity of 
beef had been solely due to the scarcity of 
cattle. 

A reporter of THE NEW YORK TIMES 
looked into conditions in the meat markets 
of the city, made inquiries about the credit 
agreement between the five firms of the 
combination, obtained figures to show the 


| difference between prices of to-day and of 


other times, and gathered information on 
the meat situation in general. 

The prices of beef are now less than 
cents higher, on the average, than is usual. 
Corn is quoted as bringing more than 60 
cents, which is 20 cents more than it 
brought at this time last year. In the

Both the combination firms and the inde- 
pendents agree practically on the above 
though there are Insignificant 
the calculations of different 
men, as there are slightiy different prices 
meat in the various depots of the 
packers. 

Both sides agree on their description of 
they get their beef and the condi- 
tions surrounding its purchase. Chicago, 
Kansas City, and Omaha are the three 
large stock yard centres. The raisers ship 
cattle to these and other smaller cen- 


men. The packers do their 
buying in open market, and it is stated both 
by the combination and independent firms 
that all have an equal opportunity. 

After the packers and slaughterers buy 
their cattle they either have them killed 
out West or ship them East to be slaugh- 
tered. In each case the carcasses finally 
reach the wholesale markets in the various 
cities and towns of the country. Take this 
city, for instance. There are many markets 
where butchers go to get their meat. An 
hour in Gansevoort Market yesterday aft- 
ernoon served to show how they did the 
buying. 

A butcher, on arriving at the market, be- 
gan by pricing beef in the store of the first 
wholesaler he happened to strike. He took 
notes, sometimes mentally and sometimes 
on paper, of the various prices. Then he 
walked along to another dealer, in whose 
place the same thing happened. Finally he 
bought his meat where he could make the 
best bargain. He went about it Just as a 
woman shops in the department stores of 
Twenty-third Street. He tried both combi- 
nation houses and independent dealers. 

The varying of prices in the different 
places along the market were slight. The 
one-cent differences were what decided the 
retail buyer. If he saw a carcass in the 
store of Swift & Co. that cost $8 a hundred, 
and then found a piece of meat that he 
considered of equal quality selling at an- 
other place for $7.90, he bought from the 
latter dealer. 

Nearly all the chief sellers of meats have 
offices and stores about Gansevoort Mar- 
ket. In each is a great cold storage room 
In these are long 
rows of beef hanging from the celling. 
The retailer walks up and down, examining 
the different pieces, pricing them, and 
either purchasing or rejecting them accord- 
ing to what he has learned in other places. 

The following statistics, verified as ac- 
curate by representatives of both combina- 
tion and independent houses, will show 
what are the profits for the wholesaler: 
Take the average of all ‘ native’’ beef 
grades for March as 6 cents, (less than it 
really was.) A 1,600-pound steer at that 
price brings $96 on the hoof in the stock- 
yards. He dresses 62 per cent, of his live 
weight green, or 992 pounds of fresh meat, 
and later. when cold, he shrinks to 900 
pounds. Delivered three days afterward in 
New York his carcass weighs 935 pounds. 
The butcher buys him from the market 
man, who has paid %% cents a pound, a 
dear price. Tabulate the transaction as 
follows:

The five firms in the packing combine 
are Armour & Co., Swift & Co., Nelson 
Morris & Co., Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, 
and Hammond & Co. In the complaints 
against this alleged trust are many counts. 

First, it has been charged that an arbi- 
trator, Colby by name, represents them 
here, fixing wholesale prices and blacklist- 
ing retailers. Of this matter Mr, Platt, 
counsel for the Armours, said yesterday: 

‘There is no combination except a credit 
agreement between these five concerns. 
That agreement is in substance as follows: 
Retailers who buy on credit are forced to 
pay up their accounts every Tuesday, and 
any one who is delinquent cannot get credit 
from any of the combination until his ac- 
count is settled, but he may continue to 
buy from them for cash. When he has paid 
the sum in question he gets credit again. 
This applies only to the companies in the 
agreement, which number five in this city. 
No representative of those concerns is 
allowed to disclose the deficiency of an 
account to an independent dealer, and so 
the combination does not make any effort 
to prevent the retailer from obtaining credit 
from those outside the agreement. 

“The arbitrator is simply appointed to 
represent the members of firms in the 
agreement as far as these bad accounts 
are concerned. He has no other powers. 
He is informed of debts and of payments. 
If the retailer denies that he owes a debt 
for which he has or is about to lose his 
credit, the controversy is submitted to a 
meeting held by the arbitrator and other 
representatives of the firms. Their vote 
determines the controversy. 

*‘As I said, the credit agreement in New 
York is between five firms, which have 
been dubbed a ‘trust.’ In various towns

and cities the conditions are different, and 
you will find in a Western city that some 
dealers who are not in the agreeement here 
have joined it there. In short, a house 
that has an independent office here may be 
in the credit bargain in Indianapolis.”’ 

The above statement of Mr. Platt was 
believed by representatives of the Indian- 
apolis Abattoir Company and the 8t. Louis 
Dressed Beef Company who were seen yes- 
terday. These representatives said that 
they did not, of course, know anything 
about the combination, but that they had 
been led to believe the * trust’ was formed 
for protection from creditors, and for no 
other purpose. Each independent dealer 
said that he had his own rules about credit, 
but it was learned that most of them abided 
for the greater part by an unwritten rule 
such as the combination had formula 
week's credit is customary in all houses, 
but in those outside the combination there 
are many instances of retailers who are re- 
garded as trustworthy for a longer time. 

Another charge against the combination 
has been that it has driven all competition 
to the wall. Independents and combine men 
unite in branding such a charge as ridicu- 
lous at present, and impossible in the fut- 
ure. 

“Can the five firms suppress competi- 
tion when they control not 50 per cent. of 
the trade?” said Mr. Platt. ‘‘ As to the 
figures, you may ask any independent about 
them. The five control from 40 to 45 per 
cent., the others from 55 to 60,” 

“Those figures are correct to the best 
of my knowledge,”’ said Mr. Kooser of the 
Indianapolis Abattoir Company, one of the 
principal independent concerns. 

“I don’t think anybody will dispute the 
fact,’ replied another independent, who 
asked not to be quoted. ‘‘ They not only 
do not control prices, but it would be im- 
possible for them to do so unless they con- 
trolled 7 per cent. of the market, which 
they ean never do, This rise of prices 
within the last couple of months simply 
resolves itself into a question of supply and 
demand. All of us buy in the open market 
in the West, and you may be sure we make 
a great deal more money when beef prices 
are low than when they are high. My 
firm has not made a dollar on beef in a 
month. We are just working to keep vur 
trade together without a loss.” 

Among the great packing establishments 
that are not listed as belonging to the 
‘trust’ are Kingan & Co., who are said 
to do a busirless of more than $60,000,000 
a year; the Cudahy Packing Company, 
with a business even larger; the Cudahy 
Brothers’ Company, the Omaha Packing 
Company, the Jacob Dodd Packing Com- 
pany, Plankinton Packing Company, J. P. 
Squire Company, T. M. Sinclair & Co., 
United Dressed Beef Company, Indianapolis 
Abattoir Company, Union Abattoir Com- 
pany, Armstrong Packing Company, Jo- 
seph Stern & Son, and the St. Louts 
Dressed Beef and Provision Company. 
Each of the above is rated as doing a 
business of more than $10,000,000 annually, 
and there are more than 100 other slaugh- 
terers with business varying from $3,000,000 
to $8,000,000 each. 

In this city the credit combine is opposed 
actively by all the most important inde- 
pendent companies, including the Cudahys, 
Sterns, Kingans, St. Louis Dressed Beef 
Company, Omaha Packing Company, and 
others. 

A representative of the Armours gave out 
yesterday the following statement, which 
was verified in the opinions of three sep- 
arate independent representatives picked 
at random: 

“The rise of prices is simply due to the 
scarcity of supply. The cattle raisers are 
charging more than in other seasons, he- 
cause they have to use corn as feed for 
their herds. Levi B. Dowd, President of 
the Stock Yards National Bank of Chicago, 
which handles the money for the commis- 
sion men, states that the farmers received 
during the six months ending April 15, $45,- 
000,000 more for their cattle than they did 
the year before. This shows how they are 
forcing up the prices, 

“Corn is used for feeding cattle until 
June, after which we deal in what are 
known as grass cattle. In that month anda 
afterward the prices will undoubtedly tall. 
The same thing happens in greater or less 
degree every year. This year it has been 
more noticeable because of the recent corn 
famines, but any one can see that in years 
when there are no such unusual conditions 
the cattle raised on corn must cost more 
than those raised on grass.” 

It is recalled by both combination and 
independent representatives that the pres- 
ent prices are far from being the highest 
New York has ever known. Once, when 
cattle were scarce, beef rose to 15 cents 
a pound wholesale, whereas 10% is the 
highest price nowadays. 

There is some variety of opinion on the 
general question of the future of the meat 
trade. It is pointed out by men who have 
been in the business for many years that 
there has been an evident and compara- 
tively regular decrease of supply, while the 
increase of demand has been enormous. 

“What is the explanation, I do not 
know,"’ said most of the men seen yestur- 
day. ‘It is a fact, though, that the con- 
stmption of beef is greater now than it 
ever was before, and that the supply of cat- 
tle is no greater than it was two or three 
years ago. There ought to be plenty of 
land in the West to raise all the cattle 
needed for meat. You may speculate on 
the question, but the conclusion you reach 
is always theoretical. 

“One thing is certain. There are not 
enough cattle now. The prices are high 
on that account. They will go down to 
their normal level as soon as the grass 
season begins in June.” 


THE BEEF TRUST’S METHODS. 


Combine Reported to Meet Every Wed- 
nesday to Fix Prices, but a Packer 
Denies Whole Story. 

Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, April 21.—Although denied by 
a prominent packer at the Stock Yards, a 
report originating with an ex-official of one 
of the packing companies states that a 
“beef trust” actually exists; that the 
combine meets every Wednesday to fix 
prices, and that whenever rates are found 
to have been cut by one of the combine 
fines ranging from $5,000 to $10,000 are 
assessed on the offender. 

An auditor, so the ex-packing house offi- 
cial declares, is employed by the combine 
simply for the purpose of running down 
Slashers of the prices established weekly 
by the trust. Another auditor, it is said, 
looks after the railway end of shipments. 

A member of Armour & Co. declares 
these reports about a combine are absurd; 
that they lack any semblance of the truth. 
Said he to-day: 

“No, Sir, there is no combine to control 
prices, and all such stories are nonsense. 
Selling meat is like selling strawberries. 
You cannot tell your men what price they 
anunt sell for—only what price they ought to 
get. 

“ For instance, meat 1eaching an Eastern 
point must sell for the governing price on 
the day of its arrival, and the seller knows 
that coming behind it are other carloads 
of beef, so it is absurd to talk of control of 
prices. ,There is no truth ‘in this combine 
talk, utd the reports to the effect that 
mectings are held where prices are fixed 
and that price cutters are fined are pure 
and simple rot.” 


ATTACKS MEAT PRICES. 


At the stated meeting of the Republican 
Club, at 450 Fifth Avenue, last night, A. R. 
Conkling threw a bombshell into the pro- 
tective tariff camp by offering the follow- 
ing resolutions. and urging their adoption: 

Whereas, The wholesale and retail prices of red 
meat have been substantially increased, thus 
———— peau and privation to the masses of 
the people; 

Resolved, That the Republican Club of the City 
of New York hereby recommends the passage of 
a bill abolishing the duty upon imported meats. 

Col. Dennison was promptly on his feet 
and vigorously attacked the proposition. 
* Refer those resolutions,”’ he fairly shout- 
ed, *“‘to the Committee on National Aft- 
fairs. ‘He is Chairman of that commit- 
tee.) Adopt a resoiution of that tenor and 
it will kill the Republican Party. It is 
simply driving another nail in the Republi- 
can coffin. The Republican Party repre- 
sents a protective tariff, and if this reso- 
lution is passed it will have a stultifying 
effect on what the party stands for.” 

Alexander Caldwell followed Col. Denni- 
son, and caused laughter at the outset by 
calling for the reading of the resolution, 
and saying that he could not tell whether 
it related to the Sugar Trust or Beet Sugar 
Trust. After Mr. Conkling’s resolution 
had been repeated, Mr. Caldwell remarked: 

‘Its adoption is the entering wedge in 
tariff legislation and means the disruption 
of the Republican Party. I move to lay the 
resolution on the table." 

Deputy Appraiser George Wanmaker 
begged Mr. Conkling to withdraw his reso- 
lutions, but the latter refused, and they 
were laid on the table by a strongly af- 
firmative vote. 

The meeting adopted resolutions present- 
ed by A. V. Campbell, indorsing the bill 
now pending in Congress to increase the 
salaries of letter carriers. 

The following resolutions, offered by An- 
drew B. Humphrey, were adopted without 
dissent: 

That we commend and indorse the action of the 
representatives of the Republican Administra- 
tion at Washington and Albany in causing legal 
investigation against the so-called Beef Trmst 
for the correction of the alleged abuses brought 
about by that combination. 

Resolved, That the President of this club be 
authorized to appoint a special committee of 
three lawyers from this club to locally assist the 
National and State authorities in every way pos- 
sible and to co-operate with other local organi- 
zations for the same purpose. 

The committee wild be announced at an 
early day.

BENSONHURST’S STAKES 


N. Bennington’s Colt Easily Won 
the Canarsie in Fast Time. 


FRANCESCO EARNED A PURSE 


C. F. Dwyer’s Horse Was the Only Suc- 
cessful Favorite of thé Day at 
the Aqueduct Track. 


The racing at the Aqueduct track passed 
its sixth day yesterday with the same 
clear and pleasant weather that has char- 
acterized the meeting to date. The feature 
of the day was the race for the Canarsie 
Stakes at four and a half furlongs for two- 
year olds, the fourth contest on the card, 
which resulted in a victory for N. Benning- 
ton’s highly-tried and much-tipped colt 
Bensonhurst. Bensonhurst started on the 
first day of the meeting, and on the 
strength of his fast trials in his early prep- 
aration was made a hot favorite by the 
general public. So confident was his train- 
er, F. Berlew, that Bensonhurst would win 
that first race that he was said to have bet 
$5,000 on the colt, owner Bennington, how- 
ever, being content with a much smaller 
wager. Bensonhurst showed great speed, 
but ran green, and going wide at the first 
turn, lost so much ground that he was 
beaten off, some observers asserting that 
he also showed the white feather in that 
race. Morca then beat him away, and as 
Alan and Morca, in the same stable, fin- 
ished out a head apart two days later, 
logical deduction and form convinced many 
of the betting people yesterday that Alan, 
who was in against Bensonhurst, must 
beat the Bennington colt again, the result 
being that Alan was made an even money 
favorite, while as good as 10 to 1 was laid 
against Bensonhurst for a time. The owner 
of Bensonhurst had the same confidence in 


him yesterday that Trainer Berlew was 
said to have had on the opening day of the 
meeting, and baeked the colt down to an 
average price of 7 to 2, his winnings on the 
race afterward being estimated at $20,000. 
In his performance Bensonhurst completely 
reversed his running of the previous effort, 
and with an amazing burst of speed, raced 
through his field in the first few strides, 
and drawing steadily away from his com- 
pany won easily by a length and a half, 
though he was tiring at the end and fast 
was shortening his stride. Alan finished 
second, four lengths before Red Knight 
third, while the time of the race, 0:55 2-5, 
was the fastest of the season. 

In the second race Charles F. Dwyer's 
colt Francesco earned his second victory of 
the meeting, and won in a style that 
stamped him a greatly improved horse, he 
simply romping in first before Margraviate, 
after Tenagra had been indulged with the 
lead for about four furlongs. 

In the opening race J. Martin got away 
badly on the favorite Niaxus, and was 
never dangerous, Warte Nicht winning 
after a smart fight to the post with Impet- 
uous and Ponca. The winner was bid up 
to $1,100 by H. T. Griffen, and retained by 
the owner for $5 additional. 

In the third race Animosity was always 
the choice, but she showed no speed and, 
outrun from end to end, finished unplaced 
to Belle of Milford and May Harrison, who 
were a neck apart as named. 

Graden won the fifth race with ease by 
four lengths from Cassville the favorite, 
while Bounteous, hard ridden at the end, 
took the last purse by a neck from Cresson. 
The aged horse Bannock started to the 
post for the last race, but went lame and 
was withdrawn by the consent of the Stew- 
ards, bets on him standing, however, as 
he was regarded as an actual starter. Jock- 
ey J. Martin, who is under contract to the 
stables of Julius Flieschmann and Frank 
Farrell, was suspended for two days for 
misbehavior at the post. Summary:

BLOW TO AMERICAN LEAGUE. 


Pennsylvania Supreme Court Decision 
Will Return Deserting Baseball 
Players to the National Ranks. 


——_ > 
PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—The Supreme. 
Court to-day reversed the decision of the 
Court of Common Pleas, No. 5, in the case 
of Napoleon Lajoie vs. the Philadelphia 
National League Baseball Club. This de- 
cision upholds the validity of the reserve 
clause in the National League contracts. 
Lajoie, who formerly played second base 
for the National League Club in this city, 
signed with the Philadelphia American 
League Club for the season of 1901 
and 1902. The Philadelphia Baseball 
Club entered suit to restrain Lajoie from 
playing with the American League. The 
lower court held that the reserve clause 
was illegal, and Treasurer John I. Rogers 
carried the case to the Supreme Court, 
where the decision was reversed. If this 
decision stands it will affect ail players 
who were subject to the reserve rule and 
who, are now playing with the American 
League, 
Pitchers Fraser and Bernhard were in- 
cluded in the Lajoie case, but their names 
were withdrawn by agreement of counsel. 
They are, however, affected by to-day’s 
decision. 
President Ban Johnson of the American 
League refused to talk in Chicago to-day 
about the decision. *‘ In the absence of any 
official information on this point and for 
other reasons,’’ said Mr. Johnson, ‘‘I must 
decline to discuss the decision. We have 
attorneys, and they will take action, no 
doubt.”’ 
President Hart of the Chicago National 
League Club, who is a member of the Na- 
tional League Governing Committee, said: 
“This decision brings back to the Na- 
tional League over two dozen players who 
um to the American League. I cannot 
see it in ney. other light: than a fatal blow 
to the rival league. Undoubtedly the Phila- 
delphia Club will ask for an order of in-'! 
junction in the Lajoie case immediately, 
and ‘Larry’ will not play with the Ath- 
letics unless he wants to go to jail, Every 
other player who, undér_ circumstances 
similar to Lajoie, deserted the old League, 
will be included in the injunction.

LABOR UNION IS ENJOINED. 


Cincinnati Judge Prohibits Engineers 
and Firemen from Interference with 
Employes’ Contracts with 
Brewers. 


CINCINNATI, April 21.—Judge Hollister 
to-day issued a .temporary injunction 


»against the local union of engineers and 
‘firemen and the International 


Union of 
Engineers and Firemen and the officers 
and Executive Council of the American, 
Federation of Labor from any interference’ 
with contracts which employes have with 
the brewery proprietors, and from inter- 
rupting the business of the breweries. 

The Brewers’ Exchange, representing the 
proprietors of Cincinnati, Covington, and 
Newport, through a committee, petitioned 
the court for an order restraining the sta- 
tionary engineers’ union, an incorporation, 
from ordering men under contract with the 
breweries to shut off steam or otherwise 
violate their contracts. 

Secretary Morrison of the American 
Federation of Labor arrived here to-day to 
carry out the decision of the National Ex- 
ecutive Council in the controversy between 
the stationary engineers and the United 
Brewery Workmen that has for weeks 
locked out 1,200 of the latter. The brew- 
ers want to retain their new men and 
have them admitted into the union, which’ 
will prevent reinstatement of the old em- 
ployes. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—When in- 
formed of the action of Judge Hollister re- 
garding interference of union men with 
the breweries President Gompers of the. 
American Federation of Labor said: “ We 
are within our lawful rights and we pro- 
pose to exercise them. his is the first 
hostile action taken by the brewery pro- 
prietors of Cincinnati. The engineers have 
no contracts with the brewers to furnish 
steam to non-union brewery workers;

STATUES FOR ST. PATRICK'S. 


Plaster Casts of Sté. Anselm, Bernard, 
Bonaventura, and Alphonse 
Placed in Niches. 

There were placed in niches in the south 
transept of »t. Patrick’s Cathedral yester 
day the plaster casts of four statues, rep- 
resentative of four saints and doctors of 
the Church, known in the records of the 
Congregation of Rites as St, Anselm, St. 
Bernard, St. Bonaventura, and St. Al- 
phonse. They are to be cut in Carrara 
marble by Mr. Joseph Sibbel, the sculptor, 
and replaced in the niches, to be dedicated 
next Christmas by special ceremonies. The 
names of the donors of the statues are not 

now to be made public. 

St. Anselm was an early Archbishop of 
Canterbury and is known in Roman Catho- 
sic annals as the father of the Scholasucs. 
He founded what came to be known as the 
school of new philosophy. He died in 1109, 

St. Bernard of Clairvaux, known as the 
sreatest preacher of his time, was a con- 
temporary of St. Anselm, and his figure in 
the Cathedral will probably be beside that 
of the English Archbishop. 

St. Bonaventura, who died in 1274, before 
having attained his fortieth year, was a 
Cardinal Bishop of the Church of Rome 
and of the Franciscan Order. He designed 
the habit of the order and the rules by 
which for the most part it is still governed. 

St. Alphonse of Liguori was born in 
Naples in 1697, living to the age of ninety 
years. - Before entering the Church he was 
a law student, and it was as a writer that 
he won his fame. He was Bishop of St. 
Agatha in the Archdiocese of Beneventi, 
Italy, and founded the Redemptorists.

PABST HOTEL’S AFFAIRS. 


Proprietor Regan Has Given Up the 
Business — Litigation Over the 
Portico Not Affected. 

The statement that the Pabst Hotel at 
Broadway and Forty-second Street had 
become the property of the Subway Realty 
Company for Rapid Transit was yesterday 
on excellent authority pronounced prema- 
ture or not likely to occur. James B. 
Regan, proprietor of the hotel, however, 
has terminated his business there, and the 
equipment of the establishment is to be 
sold at auction, beginning next Friday. 
Mr. Regan's leaving will not affect the 
litigation to effect the removal of the por- 
tico of the hotel which illegally squats on 
the sidewalk, public property worth $40,000 

to-day. 

Emanuel Blumenstiel of Blumenstiel & 
Hirsch of counsel for Mr. Regan, said yes- 
terday that his efforts on his client’s behalf 
and that of Charles Thorley to procure the 
taking down of the portico would continue, 
and that it was his belief that the Pabst 
Hotel would continue as such under other 
management. He had no idea that it would 
be acquired as property of the rapid transit 
system, either to be remodeled or pulled 
down. 

The inside facts of the leaving of Mr. 
Regan were given by one entirely familiar 
with the situation. Charles Thorley owns 
the building, and when three years ago 
Mr. Regan applied to him to conduct a hotel 
in it Mr. Thorley said he would require 
some one to “ back” the lease. Mr. Regan 
obtained the support of the Pabst Brewing 
Company, and a twenty-year lease was 
signed. Mr. Regan has the Woodmansten 


Inn at Morris Park, and is to be the pro- 
rietor of the fifteen-story Knickerbocker 
otel, to be erected at Forty-second Street 

and Broadway. He found it to his interest 

to make an ee eg to get out of the 

Pabst Hotel with Mr, Thorley and the 

Pabst Brewing Company, and was forti- 

fied by a claim that his lease had been 

broken by technical eviction, the subway 
having taken part of his rathskeller. 

The appeal by Messrs. Thorley and Re- 
gan against the decision of the late Su- 
preme Court Justice David McAdam, 
made Noy. 27 last, that the Pabst Hotel 
portico on the sidewalk in Forty-second 
treet, between Broadway and Seventh 
Avenue, must be removed either by the de- 
fendants at their own cost or by the city 
at their cost, probably will be heard during 
the May term of the Appellate Division.

THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 

Capt. Foopy’s counsel did the good 
service yesterday of eliciting from Mr. 
JEROME a clear and forcible statement 
of the manner in which he thinks it his 
duty to manage the District Attorney’s 
office. 

Mr. O.coTtT objected to the presence of 
the District Attorney in a police trial 
upon the ground that simple neglect of 
duty is all that is charged against his 
client, and that neglect of duty is not a 
crime, but only a violation of police reg- 
ulations. It would have been perfectly 
competent for the District Attorney to 
make answer that he may attend police 
trials, just as he may attend Coroners’ 
inquests, in order to ascertain whether 
there has been any such crime committed 
as he is bound to bring to the notice of 
a Grand Jury. But such an evasion is 
not in Mr. JEROME’s way. He took the 
bull by the horns, and declared that an 
honest and efficient police is necessary 
to the proper discharge of his duties by 
the District Attorney, and that the pres- 
ent police force is very far from being 
As to the sug- 
gestion of the culprit’s counsel that “ no 
corruption is charged,’’ that is clear non- 
sense. If it be true that the excise law 
has been systematically violated in 
Capt. Foopy’s precinct, a question upon 
which we offer no opinion, since it is the 
very question Col. PARTRIDGR is engaged 
in trying, then it is perfectly idle to tell 
any man, woman, or child in New York 
that there is no corruption in the case. 
Every inhabitant of this municipality 
who knows how to read will believe that 
the habitual violation of the excise law, 
with the connivance of the police, is 
part of the Tammany system of the 
“sale of indulgences” to commit crime, 
and that every conniving Captain is a 
criminal. 

In Capt. Foopy’s precinct the belief 
that connivance is corruption and not 
negligence has been greatly strengthened 
by the conduct of the patrolmen. The 
charge is that they had been in the hab- 
it of certifying that the law was not 
violated when they were perfectly aware 
that in fact it was. When they learned 
that Mr. Jerome, instead of accepting 
their perfunctory untruths, was taking 
evidence on his own account and that 
this evidence would be used against 
them, they no longer had any difficulty 
in seeing the violations of the law which 
they had failed to observe before, and 
for two Sundays they secured the strict 
enforcement of the law. What their mo-

With the police force in such a condi- 
tion as is thus for the thousandth time 
disclosed, it is plain that the District At- 
torney cannot do his duty unless he can 
force the police to do theirs. If Mr. 
JEROME wanted a quiet life he would 
adopt the advice of Capt. Foopy’'s coun- 
sel and stay away from the trials of po- 
licemen. But if his object be to do his 
full duty, his presence at these trials is 
not only proper but obligatory. In no 
other way could he so well perform the 
special duties of his office as by mak- 
ing sure that the police do their share 
of enforcing the law. The only way in 
which they can be forced to do this, it 
seems, is by the process which most of 
themselves would describe as “ throwing 
a scare” into them. "We have evidence 
that this has been effective. Valuable 
indirect evidence to the same effect is 
furnished by Mr. OLcorTtT’s protests 
against the presence of the District At- 
torney at a police trial upon the ground 
that it tends to intimidate the witnesses 
for the defense, If that is the only way 
to get any duty or any truth out of them, 
Mr. JEROME is to be thanked for tak- 
ing it.

It is interesting to learn on the au- 
thority of The London Daily Chronicle 
that natural gas is being used in Sus- 
sex for lighting and power. The wells 
are at Heathfield. There is a good deal 
that is surprising in this intelligence, 
but nothing more so than the fact that 
while the existence of gas in the ground 
at this point has been known since 1836, 
when it was found in drilling for water, 
its utilization has been attempted only 
recently. The British gas differs from 
the American gas in having a much 
higher percentage of hydrocarbons. It 
is useful for illuminating purposes with 
slight enrichment, and is now employed 
in lighting the village of Heathfield. It 
is believed that the gas area of Sussex 
corresponds to that of the so-called 
Kimmeridge clays, which are a form of 
bituminous shale, under a bed of sand- 
thickness.

STOCK IN SHIPPING 
COMBINATION ALL TAKEN 


Syndicate Practically Same as 
That of the Steel Trust. 


The Morgans’ Views of the Defection 
of the Cunard, Allan, Anchor, and 
French Steamship Lines. 


The allotments of stock in the new ship- 
ping combination were all taken up yes- 
terday, both in Europe and in this coun- 
try, and the syndicate was closed. It is 


‘understood that this syndicate is practical- 


ly the same as the United States Steel 


Syndicate, and that its subscription to this | 


new combination represents the profits 
made on the financing of the Steel Corpora- 
tion. 


Clement A. Griscom, President of the In- 
of } 


ternational Navigation Company, 
the transatlantic steamship companies in 
the new steamship combination, was in this 
city yesterday. He said that he had noth- 
ing further to add to his interview of Sun- 
day regarding the combination. 

An interview given out by Mr. Cramp of 
the Philadelphia shipbuilding firm at Wash- 
ington on Sunday was then shown him. 

“Unconsciously,’’ replied Mr. Griscom, 
**T think I answered some of Mr. Cramp's 
arguments in my interview of yesterday. 
It is very plain that the American ship- 
builder must wake up if he intends to keep 
up his end of the business.”’ 

Mr. Griscom characterized as ‘ imagin- 
ary’ the reports coupling his name with 
the Presidency of the Morgan steamship 
combination. 

John Lee, General Manager in America of 
the White Star Line, said that the combi- 
nation probably would reduce office ex- 
penses everywhere in the country outside 
of New York. Where,/as in Chicago, al! 
the leading companies now have offices, it 
will be possible under the new conditions 
for the maintenance of a single office for 
the transaction of business in behalf of the 
combination. It will also save advertising 
and docking expenses in New York, and 


will make the upholding of the minimum 
rate agreement absolute. As to whether 
there would be a daily steamship service, 
Mr. Lee said he supposed that would de- 
pend upon the demand. 

Vernon H. Brown, New York agent of 
the Cunard Line, returned to the city late 
yesterday afternoon. When asked about 
the report that the Cunard would come into 
the Morgan combination with the other 
adn pal transatlantic lines, he said: “I 
nave been away from the city for several 
days, and do not know much about the 
local situation. So far as the Cunard Line 
is concerned, I can say that it is not in any 
combination with other lines yet.”

LONDON, April 21.—What proportion in 
the allotment of stock in the new shipping 
corporation has been given to Europe the 
Morgans decline to announce, but evidently 
it was not nearly so large as desired by the 
British interests. Pierpont Morgan is 
now in Paris, but from other members of 
the firm it was learned that the shipping 
corporation will be run almost exactly on 
the same lines as the United States Steel 
Corporation, each branch retaining its in- 
dividuality, but being subject to the control 
of the directing body. The statements in- 
tended for the stockholders of the new cor- 
poration, regarding earnings, Management, 
&c., will be issued by a method similar to 
the one now employed by the Steel Cor- 
poration. 

Regarding the defection of the Cunard, 
Allan, Anchor, and French steamship lines, 
the Morgans’ views are as follows: 

‘“*It remains to be seen whether they will 
come in. We think it 1s rather a good 
thing, in some respects, not to get every- 
body in at the beginning, the idea being 
that the present combine is quite big 
enough to start with, and it is better to get 
it down to a practical working basis before 
being too anxious to make a clean sweep.” 

Anent the possible refusal of the British 
and Continéntal shareholders to ratify the 
Directors’ action, it was learned that no 
such contingency is possible, as the corpor- 
ation already owns a controlling financial 
interest in each line, and, so far, no indica- 
tions of discontent on the part of share- 
holders over the prospective conversion of 
their present securities have been noticed. 


POSITION OF GERMAN LINES. 


BERLIN, April 21.—The general terms 
under which the German steamship com- 
panies have joined the International Ship 
Combination are understood to be as fol- 
lows: 

First—The German lines are to have such 
representation on the Board of Control as 
to prevent their being outvoted by the 
Anglo-American interests. The German 
companies will thus preserve their inde- 
pendence and will no more be controlled 
by their associates than they will control 


them. 
Second—A pro rata distribution of profits, 


| according to tonnage, will be made. 


Third—The German companies are to 
share In the ‘advantages derived from 
whatever agreements the combination 
makes with American railroads. 

Besides these principles, which broadly 
outline the basis of the contract under 
which the union of the German lines is 
brought about, reports of other ideas, less 
easily understood, are in circulation. These 
are based upon seemingly authoritative 
information. One of these reports is that 
it is the purpose of the allied lines that 
the management of the combination shall 
consist of three groups, of which the Ham- 
burg-American Steam Packet Company 
and the North German Lloyd Line shall 
count for two and the Anglo-American 
lines for one. 

The future working of the combination 
appears to be provided for by a system 
which is largely automatic, thus avoiding 
the possibility of conflict in management. 


LONDON PAPERS DISAGREE. 


LONDON, April 22.—What is called the 
‘*Morganizing "’ of the greater section of 
the Atlantic Ferry is causing considerable 
perturbation in Great Britain. The Lon- 
don papers, however, discuss the shipping 
combination with considerable differences 


of opinion. 

While The Daily Graphic and The Daily 
Mail display comparative unconcern, The 
Daily Graphic believing that, beyond in- 
creasing rates and perhaps checking the 
growing speed and luxury of the Atlantic 
passage, the combination will have little 
effect, The Daily Chronicle and The Daily 


News see the utmost danger ahead, and 
anxiously warn the British public to be- 


ware. 

The Daily Chronicle, emphasizing the 
tremendous economic difficulty facing the 
nations in the growth of gigantic monopo- 
lies, against which even a forceful man 
like President Roosevelt is_ practically 
helpless, declares that the shipping com- 
bination ‘‘is a menace almost to our na- 
tional position,” and points out three grave 
considerations. The first is that the su- 
premacy of the British mercdntile marine 
is practically annihilated. The second is 
that there is good reason to believe that 
the Morgan party were forced into the ship- 
ping business in order to save their other un- 
dertakings, and that overcapitalization may 
some day bring a collapse which would 
seriously involve the British trade. The 
third consideration, the paper declares to 
be still more important, though it believes 
it to be infinitely more remote. “It is a 
political question,’’ says the paper, What 
would be England's position in the event 
of war with America?” 

The Daily Chronicle dismisses the idea 
that such a trust would promote peace, and 
expresses the hope that the good relations 
between the two countries will depend upon 
something more stable than the selfisu 
interests of an utterly unscrupulous ring 
of monopolists. Discussing the possibility 
that the adoption of the ip Subsidy bill 
may induce all the vessels in the combina- 
tion to fly the American flag, The Chroni- 
ele asks what the British Admiralty Is 
dcing to safeguard its rights over the sub- 
sidized White Star Line. cruisers. 

The Daily News, in an editorial article of 
similar import, finds the jubilations of the 
American papers to be not pleasant read- 
ing, and it does not like the idea of gentle- 
men like J. Pierpont Morgan revolving in 
their minds the future fate of such ports 
as Liverpool and Southampton. The Daily 
(News says: 

“We dd very good friends with the 
United States, but we do not want to be 
swallowed by them. Doubtless the Gov- 
ernment will meet the new situation by 
new enthusiasm for an Anglo-American 
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alliance. We admire this facility for mak- 
ing friends with the prosperous, but we 
are inclined to think ovr American cousins 
see through it. We prefer the friendship 
of equal minds. If it is true that Amer- 
ican capital will control the combination 
the rospect bristles with possibilities 
equally unpleasant both to Germany and 
Great Britain. 

“We are much more likely to be good 
friends if Great Britain wakes up and 
earns the respect of the United States by 
friendly, but effective competition.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette thinks the arrange- 
ment gives the United States an enormous 
pull on the Atlantic, and that it is not 
creditable to Great Britain that English 
steamship lines should be dominated by 
Americans, 


AMERICAN WATER COLORS. 


Thirty-fifth Annual Exhibition of the 
Water Color Society Full of 
Surprises. 

We have had the Water Color Club and 
the Academy, and can still see the Society 
of American Artists.

ciety? One might suspect it 
rests her right hand negligently 
shield bearing the initials of 
and bears a Latin motto which turns out 
be a very practical hint to purchasers: “If 
you want the very best there is, just look 
about you!’ is the purport of this motte, 
which in itself may te said to have plenty 
of freshness, whether it belcngs to spring 
or not, 

Well, on looking about, it 
fessed that there are some 
here, and the question as to 
‘optima’ or no may be left 
dividual. 

Certainly variety is not lacking, nor 
there absence of the very big and the very 
little. Mr. Ross Turrer sends the largest 
water color, a meérine with a stunning 
Spanish galleon, the storied, castellated 
stern all red and gold and behung with 
banners, and beyond her, disappearing in 
the rain cloud, a ‘‘ Phantom Ship of the 
sume vintage, which may be taken for the 
back of the lamented Vanderdecken--al- 
Ways worse than his bite, the Inveterate 
Punster would remark, it he dared—aito- 
gether a notable piece of decoration in 
way. Then we have a piece of personifi- 
cation of ‘April Sunshine from Mr 
Charles C. Curran, a pastel of a red-haired 
deity like the Teutonic goddess Frigea, clad 
in draperies that reveal rather than 
ceal her charms. She is made none too 
ciear cut, or sharply defined. as if .io indi- 
cate the showery month, and she her 
filmy outer drapery to suggest the wind 
of Spring. Then we have Miss Alice 
Woods's — little pictures of women 
called ‘** Wall Flowers” and Portrait," 
which recall Aubrey Beardsley in the odd-. 
ness of their proportions and their bold, 
crisp coloring, but fortunately do not give 
us the faces of that degenerate Lon-lon 
slum girl whom Beardsley cultivated as a 
model. If you do not like eccentricities of 
this kind, there are the bootblacks of Mr. 
J. G. Brown as smiling as ever and just 
as happy with their pups of the fox terrier 
or rough-haired breed. And those who like 
wild animals will be sure to linger long be- 
fore Mr. W. H. Drake's wistful little fox 
in *‘ Winter,”’ a snow-clad landscape with 
Master Reynard almest alone to himself. 
On the right, in some bare branches, are 
chickadees mocking the hungry fox with 
their chatter. 

The W. T. Evans prize of $300, 
last year went to E. H. Pctthast 
** Reverie,’’ is awarded now to Mr. 
I. Keller for *‘ The Finishing Touches,’ an 
interior with red-haired artist painting 
away for dear life on the portraits of two 
country people, a man and his wife, elderly, 
and not a little awkWerd, after their kind. 
The story may not be very new, but it is 
curriea out in pleasant vein, without at- 
tempting to caricature either sitters or 
artist. Realism of an excellent quality is 
here. Mr. Keller has indicated capitally 
the nervous strain on the paintress in- 
volved in the closing hour of work. She 
leans over, absorbed in her task, while the 
sitters have relapsed into a hopeless resig- 
nation, shown particularly well by their 
hands. The rest of ‘the interior is nicely 
wrought. Up to the present time this prize 
has been awarded to fourteer: men and one 
woman. The only requisite is that the pict- 
vre winning it shall have been made in this 
country and ty an American. 

Some of the other painters appear at this 
exhibition with works that speak well for 
their powers in water color Thus, Mr. 
William T. Richards has a_ shorescape 
called ‘‘ Moonrise,"’ which is remarkably 
ahie ir its treatment of the surf, especial- 
ly the cloud of spray that rises where the 
vave !s suddenly stopped by overhanging 
rocks. His ‘‘ Moonrise’’ is a triumph of 
skiJled hand and observant eye. The moon 
is.a big pale-yellow globe which is just 
on the verge of the powdery mass of foam 
canonading upward from the crag. Mr. 
‘lhomas Moran shows once more the train- 
ing of vears in his four views from Colo- 
rado, Utah, and Arizona, laying out the 
landscape in each case with a masterly ease 
that wins the regard at once and yet de- 
voting to each porticn of the scene the 
gieatest care for particulars. The marvei- 
ous geological formations and coloring of 
the Colorado and the Yellowstone have so 
far found in Mr. Moran their finest expo- 
nent. 

Mr. George W. Maynard returns to the 
old attack in ‘‘A Water Witch,” but his 
billows have more life than usual and his 
witch this time is a voluptuous mermaid 
who is traveling at high speed through the 
water and yet with visible delight in the 
motion. Mr. A. I. Josephi rarely shows so 
good a landscape and cloudscape as ‘* Com- 
ing Storm,’’ with its low horizon, well 
painted meadows and stream, and its black 
thunder clouds threatening to precipitate 
the rain. Here is a characteristic colony 
view by Mr. E. L, Henry called ‘ Crossing 
the Lines,'" a yellow-bodied coach being 
rolled on a ferry float while blue-coated 
squads of soldiers and red-coated officers 
stand about. Mr. Henry Farrer has seven 
of his contemplative landscapes, among 
which his ‘“ Twilight's Thoughtful Hour” 
is perhaps the best, with its Corot trees 
vanishing into the evening sky, its pale 
hoop of moon, and its band of reddish 
distance along the horizon. Mr. A. T. 
Bricher, Miss Fidelia Bridges, Mr. Fred- 
erick Dielman, Mr. Alfred Fredericks, Mr. 
c. C. Griswold, Mr. H. Bolton Jones, Mr. 
George H. McCord, Mr. Arthur Parton, 
Mr. Walter L. Palmer, Mr. E. Wood Perry, 
Mr. F. K. M. Rehn, Mr. T. W. Wood, Mr. 
James Symington, Mr. George H. Smillie, 
Mr. Walter Satterlee, and Mr. R. M. Shurt- 
leff have water colors which compare very 
favorably with the oil paintings by which 
they are better known. 

New names also crop up. There is C. H. 
Pepper, for instance, whose work suggesis 
a woman. ‘* Robinson Crusoe’’ is a pretty 
school girl with her finger on the map, 
who turns her head and looks at the spec- 
tator. ‘“ Lucretia’ is a black-haired young 
woman in a rather nondescript mediaeval 
dress, who thoughtfully tests with her 
finger the point of a dagger. ‘* Con- 
carneau”’ is a view of a bit of the port 
with boats, done in an archaic style. Very 
pleasant are the figures ‘‘Guenn”’ and 
**Dorothy,’’ ard also ‘‘ The Basin Con- 
carneau,”’ with a Breton woman on the left 
who turns her head over her right shoulder 
and looks at you out of large animal eyes. 
Cc, C. Mase has a “Shipyard in Winter”’ 
painted with great realism and “A Bit of 
Chinatown.” E. Mars has a delightful 
little figure in the way of Boutet de Mon- 
vel. “A Caller’’ is a small girl in cap 
and muff, who is seated rigidly in a chair 
many times too large for her and stares 
straight out of the picture, as if stunned 
by the presence of strangers. In the line 
of flowers a new name is Miss Harriet 
Deen, who contributes jonquils and pansies 
of no little excellence in the quality of the 
petal work. 

While speaking of new-comers, the two 
contributions by James H. Gardner-Soper 
should be referred to, especially a street 
scene of musicians called ‘‘ October Even- 
ing, the Music Lovers.’’ There is an in- 
dividuality in this bit of realism, an ability 
to differ in the various figures according 
to their separate characters, which speaks 
well for the artist. Less happy, although 
more striking by reason of its subject, is 
“The Japanese Legend of Urashima and 
the Sea God’s Daughter,’’ where the water 
princess is diving down as a fish with a 
woman's face. 

Mr. Potthest shines this year with three 
contributions. ‘“‘A Sail by Moonlight ’’ 
shows a boy and a girl handling a saii- 
boat, the girl holding the tiller, the boy 
hauling on the jibsheets, their faces in- 
distimet yet visible against the water be- 
hind them, where the moon leaves a shim- 
mering track. ‘‘In the Gloaming’’ shows 
a maiden with ‘long pigtail down her back 
and a youth lounging against the rail of 
a causeway at the twilight hour. Mr. C. 
Austin Needham has a pleasing ‘‘ Noon of 
Autumn” and a ‘“ Nocturne,” in which a 
fair wraith with lute in hand wanders 
amid the tall trunks, adding by her figure 
to their witchéry. Other artists worthy of 
note whose pictures must wait for another 
oceasion are Frank Russell Green, Merritt 
Post, Mrs. Rhoda Holmes Nichols, Miss 
Althea Platt, Childe Hassam, and Irving 
Cause.

“And now comes Charles H. Cramp, th 
great Philadelphia shipbuilder, who el 
quently argues in a newspaper intervie 
that the subsidy bill is an absolute neces-« 
sity to keep all the new ships of the Mors 
gan merger from being built abroad; tnat 
Russia and Japan have been ordering ships 
built in the United States; that James J. 
Hill is building his big ships in the United 
States because he can build them more 
cheaply here than abroad; that it has been 
proved by all who are not unwilling to be- 
lieve it that ships can be built as cheaply 
in the United States as abroad; that Mr. 
Charles H. Cramp himself argued years 
ago that ships could be as cheaply built 
here as abroad—these things matter not to 
Mr. Cramp now nor to any of the different 
interests back of the subsidy bill. 

“‘It is no wonder that on the heels of thig 
giant shipping combination showing mos§ 
conclusively its ability to scorn Govern- 
ment aid, the advocates of Government aid 
are putting forth their strongest and most 
subtle arguments, but so far as I have 
served the ear of Congress is deaf to such 
appeal. The Democrats are practicalty} 
solid against the subsidy bill, and the Fe- 
publicans are split in half. The Western 
Republicans are almost solid against tha 
bill at this time and largely opposed to ‘% 
at any time. This opposition is strengine- 
ened and emphasized by the fierce strugzie 
that has just taken place upon the Cuban 
tariff question. With the wide differences! 
in the party created by this struggle there 
is very general disinclination to risk a 
further split over a ship subsidy bill. 

“The promoters of the subsidy bill have 
for years tried to advance their cause by 
newspaper propaganda, by working con- 
ventions and business organizations, by} 
hearings before committees of Congress, 
and by the splendid advocacy of their 
friends in Congress The net result has 
been utter failure. Now. they are trying 
a combination of assumed indifference and; 
tactful insinuations as to the probability 
of all the increase in shipping being under 
foreign flags. The late debate in the Sen- 
ate, the editorial discussions in the lead- 
ing papers of all parties, the honest study 
given the question by a majority of Con- 
sressmen have all shown the incorrectness 
of both their premises and their con- 
clusions. Their new plan seems as sure 
of failure as their old plan.”

Final Performance. 


A Night of Good-Feeling and of Many 
Floral Gifts to the Stars—Austrian 
Officers in the Boxes.

Mr. Maurice Grau’s aggregation of cele- 
brated singers arrived in New York on 
Sunday afternoon in a state such as might 
have been expected after several weeks of 
changing cars, changing hotels, and chang- 
ing operas. They had been gyrating 
around that cheerful and indeterminate 
realm known as “the road.” With vary- 
ing fortunes they had visited such seats of 
art and culture as Boston, Chicago, Balti- 
more, and Pittsburg. Finaly they were 
brought back to New York to bid farewell 
to their adorers here in one of those olla- 
podrida performances which arouse the 
fiercest instincts of the operatic bargain- 
hunter, one of those performances in which 
six prime donne, four tenors, and an as- 
sorted lot of contraltos, baritones, and 
basses are offered for a lump sum. Frag- 
ments of various operas, unrelated in style, 
are mixed up in a musical ragout, and 
persons of artistic appetite either stay 
away or have a fit of indigestion. 

This delightful performance was offered 
for public delectation last night. But, alas 
for the bargain hunter! The prices were 
raised and the bargain came high. The re- 
sult was not altogether happy for the man- 
ager. The bargain hunter staid at home 
in large numbers, and the result was that 
the audience was not large. This made the 
farewell less delightful to the manager than 
to the audience. It was a night of good 
feeling and it was a night of flowers. Ev- 
ery time the curtain descended industrious 
ushers hurled large bunches of flowers and 
wreathes upon the stage, and the singers 
who had just performed their farewell acts 
paraded back and forth behind the foot- 
fights, while the audience—or a part of it— 
applauded and everything was beautiful. 
Everything except the singing. A good 
deal of that showed signs of wear and tear, 
but the audience, which had paid a good 
round sum for its enjoyment, enjoyed it 
resolutely. If it had not been for crowd- 
ing memories of the grand gala perform- 
ance in honor of Prince Henry, helped by 
the presence of a crowd of Austrian naval 
officers in some upper boxes, it might have 
been a highly gala night, but as it was it 
was just a routine operatic farewell. 

The programme arranged for the even- 
ing comprised the first act of ‘‘ Carmen,” 
with Mme. Calvé in her great chair-balanc- 
ing act, assisted by Miss Scheff as Micaela 
and Mr. Salignac was Don José; the first act 
of ‘“‘ Die Walkiire,’’ with Miss Ternina and 
Mr. Van Dyck; the second act of “ La Fille 
du Regiment,’’ with Mme. Sembrich 
Marie: the fourth act of ‘ Otello,” with 
Mme. Eames, Mr. Alvarez, and Mr. Scotti 
in their usual rdédles; the 
* L’Africaine,”’ with Miss Breval as Selika 
under the manzanillo tree, and the last act 
of “Faust."’ with Mme. Eames, Mr. 
varez, and Mr. de Reszke. It was an 
erdinately long programme, but a merciful 
dispensation of Providence shortened it. 
Mr. Van Dyck was ill, Mr. von Bandrow- 
ski was ill, and Mr. Dippel was ill. Con- 
sequently there was no one to sing Sieg- 
mund and also consequently there was no 
act from ‘Die Walkiire.”” In its place 
Miss Ternina. after the act from “La 
Fille du Regiment,”’ sang the ‘‘ Liebestod "’ 
from ‘“ Tristan und Isolde.’’ Thus the bar- 
gain hunters were not deprived of one of 
the prima donnas for whom it had paid. 

It was not a performance which called for 
eritical comment. Such performances thor- 
oughly discourage criticism. The various 
singers did what they had to do with a 
good grace, and the disjointed evening 
moved as smoothiy as possible. What the 
people did, they did in the old familiar 
Way, and were dismissed with the benedic- 
tion of the bargain hunters. A moderate 
representation of smiled benignly 
on the proceedings, and the Austrian offi- 
cers in the upper boxes looked as if they 
wondered what-it was all about, 
they might. And the operatic season 
of 1991-2 faded away and became a very 
precious memory. Sic itur ad astra. Thus 
we go to hear the stars, and thus we shall 
go to hear them.

“Die Fee Caprice,’ the play which was 
used to introduce the three very interesting 
guests together last night at the Irving 
Place Theatre, and which will be repeated 
every night this week, is a comedy in verse 
that bears a strong resemblance to Fulda's 
“Twin Sister.’’ Instead of the erring hus- 

band, it treats the capricious wife; instead 

of the broad and mellow atmosphere of the 
comedy of mediaeval Italy it introduces us 
to the sparkling air of the Switzerland of 
to-day; and finally, instead of Fulda's 
measured and dignified verse, the dialogue 
moves in irregular and brilliant rhyme. 
Yet the two plays are at one in that they 
touch upon deep and vital problems of hu- 
man society with rare sincerity of feeling 
that is none the less sincere because it is 
everywhere gay and amusing. 

Many modern German plays that deal 
with the same subjects seem sad and de- 
pressing to such hearers as fail to find a 
reactionary glow in their play of intellect. 
These comedies in verse leave intellect 
largely out of the question, yerging always 
upon the absurd. Yet they never fail to 
ring true in essentials, and somehow in the 
course of the evening they fill the veins 
with a warmth of very true and real joy 
in the beauty of life. This is, of course, 
why “ Die Fee Caprice’’ runs six nights, 
while the “‘ Johannesfeuer” of Sudermann 
will be given only at the Wednesday 
matinée. 

Fraulein Odilon’s part as the capricious 
wife was a good one, and she played it with 
her delightfully broad and refined comic 
feeling. As in the “ Twin Sister,” how- 
ever, she seemed to fall short of the one 
or two earnest and moving passages. it 
was as if she paid for her exuberance of 
temperamental sunshine by lacking shadow, 

Herr Bonn took the part of a poet, a 
pretty broad burlesque of the grandly ro- 
mantic person who in the springtime of the 
past century lightly turned the maiden’s 
fancy to thoughts of lovelocks. It was this 
poet who lodged the capricious fairy in 
Odilon’s head, and he enkindled fires in the 
hearts of half a dozen women folk, old 
and young. 

The lines of the part are exquisitely 
amusing, and most actors would take them 
in a spirit of burlesque, as indeed the actor 
@oes who plays the part with Sonnenthal in 
Vienna. Herr Bonn showed an admirable 
tact in studying the character seriously. He 
was a picture of Alfred de Musset; the 
sensual dream-fancy of 1830 pervaded his 
ilifitting frock and stock. Such a realiza- 

‘tion of the part, of course, might easily be 
thrown out of harmony with the rest of the 
piece. With exquisite intelligence Herr 
"Bonn always rescued himself by here a 
touch of solemn overacting, there a bit of 
grotesque “ business."’ If he had appeared 

in New York in this part and in that 

the Fool in “Lear” he would have 

' been acclaimed as an actor of rare and 

@istinguished skill and of rea'ly imagi- 
mative temperament. 

: Herr von Sonnenthal was the light of the 

_ @veniig. He took the part of an elderly 
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nobleman who took an expansive and hu- 
man interest in the affairs of his younger 
friends. It is he who detects the poet's 
evil designs, and who hits upon the divert- 
ing and slightly farcical machinery for 
frustrating them. His acting was a revela- 
tion of ease and of wholesome feeling. 
This consummately gifted actor who 
reaches the heights of poetic drama in Na- 
than and of poetic tmmgedy in Lear, who 
studies the lowest pé@Asant life in Tuhr- 
man Henschel, and the convict type in 
Fabricius, with marvelous realism and 
fower, impersonated a simple, wise, and 
benignant old gentleman—not so very old— 
with an absolute reality that made one for- 
get that he had ever taken any other part. 
So much for his adaptability. As a revela- 
tion of sympathetic temperament the per- 
formance was even more noteworthy. Jo- 
seph Jefferson excepted, there is no actor 
on the American stage who could radiate 
more comfortable joy, more kindliness, and 
more humor.

LONDON, April 22.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of The Times says 
the Novoe Vremya publishes an article 
on the murder of M. Sipiaguine which 
illustrates the half-hearted and theoret- 
ical indignation with which the outrage 
is regarded by Russian public opinion. 

The Novoe Vremya says it cannot re- 
frain from expressing its horror at the 
spilling of blood, and then enters on a 
highly abstract discussion of assassina- 
tion generally. The correspondent says 
that were it not for the few words of in- 
troduction it would be difficult to be- 
lieve that this is the protest of the fead- 
ing Russian paper against the murder of 
one of the most prominent Russian Min- 
isters. 

The murderer of M. Sipiaguine con- 


tinues to maintain his defiant demeanor 
and refuses to give any information, 


THE RIOTING AT HELSINGFORS, 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 20.—The news 
received here of the rioting at Helsingfors 
on April 18, after a demonstration by re- 
cruits against the new army edict, adds 
materially to*the uneasines in official cir- 
cles. 

After the first withdrawal of the Cos- 
sacks who had charged the people four 
fresh companies of troops were called out, 
to guard against disorders at the factory 
closing hour. This precipitated fresh 
trouble. Phe populace resorted to window- 
fighting tactics, throwing firewood, vitriol, 
bottles, &c., on the heads of the soldiers. 
The Cossacks, on going back to their bar- 
racks, were stoned and compelled to fight 
their way home. An officer and a non- 
commissioned officer were severely wound- 
ed, as were six policemen and one Cossack. 

Severe disorders continued throughout the 
evening. Quiet was restored at 1 o’clock in 
the morning. 


AUSTRIAN CLERGY PROGRESSIVE. 


The Influence of the Libera! Catholic 
Movement Is Increasing.

LONDON, April 22.—The increasing 
influence of the Liberal Catholic move- 
ment in Austria is noted by the Vienna 
correspondent of The Times. He says 
the violent attacks of the reactionary 
press give the Liberal Catholics an ex- 
cellent advertisement. The Episcopacy 
knows that there is strong sympathy 
with the movement among the lower 
clergy. Preferment favors the scions of 
the aristocracy, while the rank and file 
of the priesthood are largely drawn from 
the peasant class. 

The correspondent;says the efforts of 
the Episcopacy and‘the Jesuits are di- 
rected toward preventing a combination 
between the lower clergy and the edu- 


cated lay community such as is recom- 
mended by Prof. Erhardt. The depart- 
ure of the latter from Vienna University 
in order to take up a position in the 
University of Freiburg rejoices the reac- 
tionaries. 


BERESFORD RE-ENTERS POLITICS. 


The Admiral Contesting a Seat in the 
House of Commons. 
LONDON, April 21.—Rear Admiral Lord 


Charles Beresford has decided to contest 


the seat for Woolwich in the House of 
Commons made vacant by the retirement of 
Edwin Hughes, Conservative. 

Unusual interest is taken in Lord 
Charles’s candidacy ‘in conseguence of his 
recent strictures on! the coridition of the 
navy and the efforts of certain members 
of Parliament to induce the Admiralty to 
discipline him in thet way that Gen. Buller 
was disciplined. 


Lord Charles Beresford sat in the; House 
of Commons for York City in 1898. Pre- 
vious to then he had represented Water- 
ford for six years and the East Division of 
Marylebone for four years. 

He is a Conservative in politics, but has 
always been notable as a free critic of the 
Government, even when his own party was 
in power.

LONDON, April 22.—The Shanghai 
correspondent of The Times says the 
abolition of the internal taxation is vio- 
lently opposed by the reactionaries and 
is supported by the progressive Chinese. 
The latter are surprised that British 
manufacturers are opposing the propos- 
als of Sir James L. Mackay, (the Brit- 
ish Special Commissioner,) since the in- 
creased import duties would be paid by 
the consumer and not the foreigner. 

The total yield of the likin and kin- 
dred taxes, says the correspondent, is 
estimated at 46,000,000 annually, of 
which £2,500,000 reaches the Chinese 
Government, the remainder being pur- 
loined by.the collectors. The abolition 
of the internal taxation would reduce 
the burden on trade to £2,500,000 an- 
nually. 


GREEK LEGISLATURE ADJOURNS. 


The Whole Time of the Session Taken 
Up with Quarreling.

LONDON, April 22.—The Athens corre- 
spondent of The Times says the session 
of the Legislature which has just in- 
gloriously ended has been absolutely 
barren of useful legislation. The whole 
time of the session was given up to fu- 
tile recrimination, and the sense of pub- 
lic duty seemed to be obliterated by 
party and personal rancor. The pro- 
tracted debate on the responsibility for 
the war with Turkey, which left the 
public incredulous in regard to the 
blamelessness of the rival politicians, 
was only redeemed by the manly speech 
of ex-Premier” Ralli, who frankly ad- 
mitted his share in the general infatu- 
ation. 

The correspondent says the discredit 
which has fallen upon Parliamentary in- 
stitutions in so many countries is no- 
where more conspicuous than in Greece. 


M. LOUBET’S SPEECH TO COOKS. 


PARIS, April 21.—By a happy little 
speech at the Culinary Show, which he at- 
tended on Saturday, President Loubet has 
considerably added to his popularity. 

Addressing the assembled cooks, the 
President insisted that no monument to 


the glories of France could be considered 
complete unless it recognized the influence 
exercised over the national destinies,by the 
national supremacy in the culinary art.

WAR MATERIAL SHIPMENT. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—In the House 
to-day Mr. Cochran (Mo.) made a speech in 
which he argued that It was the duty of 
the Government to stop the shipment of 


war material to South Africa. He declared 
that within forty miles of his home there 
was a British garrison engaged in buying 
war supplies, and said the existence of a 
camp near New Orleans was notorious. He 
insisted that it was the duty of the Ad- 
ministration to prevent these violations of 
the laws of neutrality. 

Mr, Gillett (Mass.) replied to Mr. Coch- 
ran, reading a letter of the Sheriff at Chal- 
mette, La., to the Governor of Louisiana, 
stating specifically that while mules and 
horses were being loaded at Chalmette 
there was no British military camp there.

The Duke of Orleans, on April 26, 1895, 
broke his leg by being thrown from his 
horse while boar hunting at Villamanrique, 
and for a time his life was in danger, chief- 
ly due to the fact that pneumonia devel- 
oped. This caused the postponement of the 
marriage of his sister Héléne to the Duke 
of Aosta.

When the Seventh Illinois Infantry was 
part of the volunteer army in 1898 things 
fell out that the Irish warriors, like thou- 
sands of other eager patriots, did not ob- 
tain a chance to face the Don upon the 
blood-red field, and were forced to languish 
in inglorious restlessness at Camp Alger, 
near Washington. Finally the powers that 
be decided to give the soldiers a ‘“* practice 
march” of several days’ duration from 
Fort Myer, Va., to Harrisburg, Penn. As 
the highway led over ground which had 
been bitterly contested in the rebellion, 
camps were pitched at various historic 
spots for the sentiment connected there- 
with. It chanced that one of these was 
the site of the battle of Bull Run. But 
when the troops had arranged their “* pup’’ 
tents on the field the commissary wagons 
failed to put in an appearance, they having 
been switched off on a blind road.some- 
where, so that for twelve hours they did 
not find the camp. Of course, there was 
a court of inquiry to investigate the mat- 
ter, over which Gen. Grenville M. Dodge, 
one of the heroes of the civil war, presided. 

Major Lawrence M. Ennis, commander 
of the Second Battalion of the Seventh Illi- 
nois, was one of the witnesses, and told 
the story briefly. 

‘*Major,”’ said the Judge Advocate, ‘‘ how 
long did you say your command was with- 
out rations?” 

‘* Seventeen 
Major. 

Gen. Dodge saw his chance to get in his 
little joke. ‘‘ Well,”’ he drawled from his 
place at the head of the table, ‘“‘ when I 
was at Bull Run we didn’t worry about 
rations very much.” 

‘*Yes, General,’’ admitted Ennis, with a 
bow, “‘ but you know we staid there a good 
deal longer than you did.” 

Gen. Dodge allowed the examination to 
proceed without further interruption.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Nearly two million shares of stock 
were traded in on the New York Stock 
Exchange yesterday—surpassing the av- 
erages that ruled in the boom of a year 
ago. After a strong opening, sharp re- 
actions took place, and throughout the 
day the market was irregular till, just 
before the close, new confidence devel- 
oped and quotations went upward eas- 
ily and substantially. In the list of net 
changes for the day gains far outnum- 
bered declines, relatively few of the 
changes of more than a point being 
losses. The day’s advances included 
many of several points each, while in 
some instances the rises were sensation- 
al. General Electric gained over half a 
dozen points, and so did International 
Power, while New York Air Brake (on 
pending consolidation plans) went from 
169 to 194, a rise for the day of 25 points.

The feature of yesterday's market was 
the enormous trading in and the decided 
strength of the Reading issues, the com- 
mon and second preferred of which sold 
up to the highest prices on record, while 
the first preferred advanced to its previous 
highest price. All told, over 400,000 shares 
of the common were traded in at a net ad- 
vance of 4144 points, while the second pre-

NEW YORK AIR BRAKE. 


Wall Street was treated yesterday to one 
of the most sensational advances it has 
seen in many days, when New York Air 
Brake, which on Saturday closed at 169, 
opened up at 192—a jump of no fewer than 
23 points—advanced still further to 196, 
reacted on profit taking sales to 184, and 
thereafter gradually advanced to and closed 
at 194 for a net advance of 25 points on 
dealings in 8,900 shares.

COTTON.—May advanced to 9.29 and July to 
9.24 yesterday, thus scoring a new high level for 
the season thus far. The market opened firm, 
with prices 3 to 10 points higher, and during the 
forenoon was decidedly bullish In general appear- 
ance. Shorts were greatly disturbed by this fur- 
ther rise and covered eagerly during the first 
hour. The South, Europe, New England spinners, 
and room bulls were prominent buyers through- 
out the early session, but commission houses had 
few orders other than those to sell for profits. 
The influences at work-were distinctly bullish 
and created a feeling among the talent that still 
higher values were in order before the close of 
the week, though conservative operators took the 
stand that a setback was in order to shake out 
weak holders and to place the market upon a 
sounder basis. Liverpool cables were a decided 
surprise, giving spot cotton at 1-32d higher and 
futures 3 to 3% points higher, with 5d for April.

Although these predictions were for 
nothing more than showers, the market was 
overloaded and in a nervous condition, easily 
influenced by any talk of rain, however, in- 
definite. As statistics were bullish, and late 
crop news denied any rainfall in the important 
Winter States, prices gradually hardened in 
the last hour until shortly before the close they 
were at the best point of the day and very 
tirm, from which a slight reaction took place 
in the Jast few minutes, leaving final prices a 
shade under the best point. Not only did the 
visible supply decrease 2,332,000 bushels for the 
week, but local stocks lost 156,700 bushels, sea- 
board clearances were large, and the ‘world 
shipments about 400,000 bushels less than last 
week. The seaboard shipments included 503,000 
bushels of wheat and 56,400 bbls of flour, Wheat 
on passage increased 1,200,000 bushels, but had 
little effect on the market. Cables were firm 
at Liverpool, showing %@%d advance, but were 
5@10 points lower at Paris. Very little was 
done in the export department, as shippers are 
still considerably under the market and not in 
a position to do anything while present con- 
flicting crop reports exert such an important 
infuence on sentiment. In the Northwest re- 
ceipts were 209 cars, and at all Western points 
294,000 bushels, compared with 522,000 bushels 
a year ago. The only business reported on ex- 
port account was 3 loads at outports. Quota-

He Declares the Mayor Cannot Suspend 
the Law, and Liberal Enforcement 
Talk Does Not Give Police a 
Clear Conscience.

The trial of Capt

missioner Partridge, at Police’ Headquar- 
ters, who will decided whether Capt. Foody 
shall be permitted to retain his shield.

legal wrangling between ex-Judge 
K. Olcott, Foody’s counsel, and 
Attorney Jerome, preliminary to the taking 
of evidence, Mr. Jerome said: 

“The Mayor, Police Commissioner, my- 
gelf, or any other official not the 
right to suspend the laws of this State. No 
matter what the Mayor might have said as 
to ‘the extreme of law being the extreme 
of justice,’ it does not give Foody a clear

conscience.’ 

District Attorney Jerome, with Assistant 
District Attorney Sanford, appeared in 
the courtroom at exactly 9:30 o’clock. Capt. 
Foody, in his uniform of blue and gold, 
followed, with his counsel. Commissioner 
Partridge opened the proceedings by asking 
the Captain if he had read the charges. 

Mr. Olcott moved for their dismissal, on 
the ground that they were inspired by the 
District Attorney and had not been formu- 
lated in a legal manner. He objected to 
the presence of the District Attorney and 
his assistant in the courtroom, holding 
that the trial of his client was purely dis- 
ciplinary, and not criminal, and therefore 
the District Attorney had no fight to prose- 
cute the case against his client. He then 
presented the motion for dismissal, in 
which he quoted the letter of the Mayor to 
Commissioner Partridge, and also extracts 
from a recent of Mr. Jerome, in 
which the latter said that the excise law 
Was unenforceable. 

He began by stating that Capt. 
objected to the trial proceedings 
they were inspired by the District Attor- 
ney, who had neither duty nor authority 
conferred by law, and objected that rep- 
resentatives of the District Attorney's of- 
fice take any part whatsoever in the trial. 
Mr. Olcott said that the Corporation Coun- 
sel was the only legal adviser of the Police 
Department, and that the State had clothed 
the District Attorney with functions relat- 
ing to criminal law only, and that not any 
of his functions were germane to the mat- 
ter now before the Commissioner. 

“Why should Capt. Foody be made an- 
swer the charges,” asked Mr. Olcott, 
**when Mr. Jerome himself says that the 
excise law cannot be enforced and_ that 

yublic sentiment is against it? Why should 
he, more than any other Captain, be select- 
ed for trial, when the Mayor's %etter to the 
Police Commissioner shows that his 
Honor’s own wishes are against the rigid 
enforcement of the Sunday law? 

“The presence of the District Attorney 
in this courtroom in the capacity which 
he has unwarrantably and unlawfully as- 
sumed becomes an instrument of duress 
against the witness, and tends either to 
the suppression of truth or its exaggera- 
tion. When I tried to interview citizens to 
ascertain the real facts in this case, they 
have refused in many instances to talk 
to me, because they did not wish to get 
into trouble with the District Attorney. 
We respectfully submit that, if the District 
Attorney continues to prosecute thig mat- 
ter, then he will be guilty of malfeasance 
of office, and we further respectfully sub- 
mit that the Police Commissioner will be 
guilty of the same offense if he permits this 
wrongful act to continue, and on behalf of 
Capt. Foody I ask the Commissioner not 
to allow this farce to go on.”’ 

Before Commissioner Partridge could 
make a ruling, Mr. Jerome jumped to his 
feet and replied, hotly: 

*““On my coming into office, T found the 
Police Department corrupt, disorganized, 
and a failure as a law enforcing depart- 
ment. When I have called upon the police 
for help I have invariably got the answer, 
‘Nothing doing.’ The administration of 
criminal law in this county has got to be a 
failure unless the police force is better than 
it is to-day. That is the reason I am 
here.”’ 

Commissioner Partridge overruled Mr. 
Olcott’s motion, and an exception was tak- 
en. Judge Olcott then presented a mo- 
tion for dismissal, quoting Mayor Low, and 
stating that the latter had time after time 
made public deliverance upon the subject 
of the excise law, proclaiming that in his 
belief the excise law and other laws re- 
lating to Sunday observance should not be 
carried out to the letter. 

“‘ Other utterances of Commissioner Part- 
ridge,’’ he said, *‘ I have seen quoted along 
this same line. The District Attorney him- 
self in his speech made before the mem- 
bers of the Men’s Club of the Judson Me- 
morial said the saloon could not be closed, 
and that the citizens of New York may as 
well face the question with sagacity and 
impartiality and not appear like a parcel 
of cranks. Yet Capt. Foody is brought 
here to defend himself at his own expense, 
from charges of not closing all the saloons 
in his thickly populated precinct, on four 
different Sundays, and which the Mayor 
and the Police Commissioner told him he 
should not do to the exclusion of his other 
duties and which Mr. Jerome told him he 
could not do. 

“It seems to me there is an ulterior ob- 
ject back of these charges, but whether or 
not that object is to carry out Mr. Jerome's 
long-heralded political policy of making 
the excise law so obnoxious as to destroy 
it by the process of reductio ad absurdum 
I do not know.” 

Mr. Olcott again objected to the bill of 
particulars submitted by the District At- 
torney, saying it was impossible to get any 
specific evidence to defend them, and asked 
for another adjournment, but was over- 
ruled again. It was unjust, he maintained, 
to make Capt. Foody answer to each of 
these complaints. ‘‘ There are,”’ he said, 
* 296 saloons in the Twentieth Precinct, and 
but 112 men to guard the law.” Mr. Jerome 
and Mr. Olcott again had a warm tilt. the 
Sogsner saying: j

Chief Clerk Kipp of the 
Police Department was called, ,and read 
Capt. Foody’s record from the dite of his 
being made a policeman in 1879 which 
showed that he had been fined but 
four days’ pay during his official con- 
nection with the department. Charles F 
Dillon, a county detective, then took the 
stand. and was examined by Mr. Sanford 
for two hours. Mr. Olcott ovjected to his 
testimony in nearly every particular, and 
a legal wrangle ensued, which ended by 
Commissioner Partridge allowing Dillon to 
testify and Mr. Olcott's filing exceptions 
to all the questions. he maintaining that 
it should be shown the Captain had knowl. 
edge of the existence of these places.

LEGAL NOTES. 


CREDIBILITY OF AN UNIMPEACHED WIT- 
NESS NoT FOR THE JURY.--In an action in 
the Municipal Court, brought by Ellen 
Trudden, as administratrix, against the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, to 
recover upon a policy on the life of George 
Hayes, the defense was that Hayes had 
falsely stated in the application for insur- 
ance that he had never had kidney dis- 
ease, and had not been attended by a phy- 
sician for two years previously. A doctor, 
however, testified that for a year before 
Hayes was insured he had treated him for 
an acute disease of the kidneys. Phe doc- 
tor’s testimony was uncontradicted and un- 
impeached, and the Second A llate Di- 
vision decides, on appeal, should not have 
been submitted to the jury. Presiding Jus- 
tice Goodrich says the facts stated should 
have been ‘treated as_ established, He 
quotes the language in Denton vs. Carroll, 
(4 App. Div., 532:) “It has often been held 
that the credibility of the uncontradicted 
testimony of a party is a question for the 
jury. So is the credibility of every “wit- 
ness, interested or disinterested, bit a jury 
is not at liberty to disregard the evidence 
of any witness who is in nowise impeached 
and whose testimony is such that its truth 
is highly probable.”
